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Trustee Jackson 
first official 
to tell holdings

Whecling Trustee Donald Jackson has 


filed n public statement disclosing his 
real estate holdings in the village, ami 
called on the village board to require full 
disclosure by all appointed and elected 
officials. 


"The only property I own in the Vil- 


lage of Wheeling Is at 131 Berkshire 
(Dr.)." Jackson's statement read. "It 
also is true that neither myself, my 
wife, my children, my parents nor any 
other relative owns any property In the 
Village of Wheeling or are Involved in 
any secret land trusts." 


Jackson's action Monday night follow- 


cd a call for voluntary disclosure issued 
last week by Plan Comr. Gilbert Mono- 
son, who also filed a similar statement of 
his real estate holdings. 


THE TRUSTEE IS the first official to 


respond to Monoson's appeal, which was 
bawl on the need to reestablish open- 
ness and confidence In local government. 
Monoson noted the recent scandal in 
which six former ami present Wheeling 
and Cook County officials were indicted 
after a year-long probe Into shakedowns 
of Wheeling developers. Four of the six 
have been convicted and three have been 
sentenced to prison terms. 


Jackson asked that the board In- 


vestigate the possibility of putting a dis- 
closure clause Into a code of ethics now 
being prepared by Trustee Albert Lang. 


School board 
applications due 


The deadline for applying for the va- 


cant sent on (he School Dlst. 21 Board of 
Education Is Thursday. 


The sent became available two weeks 


ago when Mary Joan Reid of Buffalo 
Grove resigned to accept a full-time, 
paid position with the district, which 
serves Buffalo Grove, Wheeling and por- 
tions of Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect. 


The school board Is expected to ap- 


prove a contract Thursday night hiring 
Mrs. Reid ns public relations and volun- 
teer coordinator for the district at an an- 
nual salary of $9,000. 


The school board must appoint a re- 


placement for Mrs. Reid by Aug. 24, ac- 
cording to state law. If the post is not 
filled by that date, a special election will 
be called by the county school superin- 
tendent. 


Persons who want to be considered for 


(lie school board scat should send a letter 
of interest addressed to Jack Lane, 
board president, in care of the Dist. 21 
administration building, 099 W. Dundee 
Rd., Wheeling, by Thursday. 


Candidates must be at least 18, a rest- 


rlnnt of thi> district for one year and a 
registered voter. 


The school board will interview candi- 


dates and appoint someone to serve until 
the school board elections next April. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said Tues- 


day lie thought three or four residents 
have applied for the school board post so 
far. Names of applicants were unavail- 
able because Lane could not be reached 
(or comment. 


The matter was referred to Lang's com- 
mittee of the board. 


"It's one more step In re-establishing 


credibility," Jackson said, noting tlint 
disclosure by all officials would provide 
needed Information. "I think it would 
definitely influence my votes on appoint- 
ments to commissions. And I think the 
voters arc entitled to know what the 
people they ore voting for have at 
stake." 


Jackson said Itc would like the dis- 


closure clause to include more than a 
statement of real estate holdings. "I 
think we should strive to get the amount 
of involvement a person might have in a 
business in town," he said. 


While Jackson said he would support 


any effort to enact a disclosure require- 
ment, other trustees said they did not 
favor such action. 


TRUSTEE ED IIEKGER said Mono- 


son's disclosure proposal was totally po- 
lltcal, and therefore said he did not in- 
tend to file a public statement of his real 
estate holdings. He said, however, that 
he and his family own only their house at 
144 Mockingbird Ln. 


Bcrgcr's statement referred to recent 


political battles Involving Monoson, Plan 
Comr. Jack Mctzger and Trustee Wil- 
liam Ilein. "Welcome to Election '75," 
Bcrgcr said of the political maneuvering. 


"If the proposal was made without any 


of the other nonsense that was going on, 
I'd say It was a good proposal," Bcrgcr 
said. "I don't think It was made in good 
faith." 


Trustee Ron Brulm said he also thinks 


Monoson's proposal is "totally and thor- 
oughly politcal" and therefore docs not 
intend to take any action on it. 


imUIIN FURTHER noted that Mono- 


son's call or disclosure was unfair to the 
families of officials since It would involve 
disclosure of property holdings of all 
family members, Including brothers and 
sisters. "I don't think it would be fair to 
my family," Bruhn said. 


Trustee John Kocppcn said some form 


of disclosure would probably be required 
of candidates in the 1975 village race. He 
said, however, he could not speak for 
other member of his family. "If anyone 
is anxious to know what my family owns, 
I'll be happy to give them their address- 
es." he said. 


Kocppcn said his only real estate hold- 


ing in the village is his house at 139 Ber- 
kshire Dr. "I have no other Investments 
in this town or its environs," he said, 
adding he would not file a public state- 
ment on his holdings. 


Trustee Hcln said he is thinking about 


Monoson's proposal, but has not yet de- 
cided what action to take. He said he 
might file a statement on his holdings.

vices Bureau is seeking volunteers to 
provide personal attention and guidance 
for parentless children who are wards of 
the state.

vocates" for the youngsters.

House staff, the adults will attempt to 
provide the children with a variety of 
services. 


Functions will be to provide the chil- 


dren with information on jobs, education- 
al opportunities, and vocational training, 
individual counseling, group discussions 
and recreation. 


Lois Broil, director of the Youth Ad- 


vocacy Program, said the adults will 
work with each child at least 15 hours 
each week.

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Top-ranked 
get smaller 
pay raises 


Salary figures released Tuesday show 


that top-ranking Wheeling employes have 
been affected by village belt-tightening 
efforts that limited other employes to a 
10.2 per cent cost-of-living increase in 
1974-75. 


Most department heads received sub- 


stantially smaller raises than they did 
last year. The average increase in salary 
for department heads is 6.2 per cent 
compared to last year's 13.1 per cent. 


All but one department head received 


raises that were smaller than the 10.2 
per cent increase granted other employ- 
es who had reached the top of their pay 
scale. Only Fire Chief Bernhardt Koep- 
pen's 11.2 per cent raise exceeded this 
figure. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt said 


Koeppen's raise was higher than the oth- 
ers, but added "he had an outstanding 
year with the development of the para- 
medics and I think we have to recognize 
that." 


Koeppen will make $23,000 compared 


to last year's $20,700. The raise also will 
reestablish equality between the salaries 
of the police and fire chiefs. 


Last year Police Chief Peter Guttilla 


received a 20 per cent increase in pay, 
the highest in the village. It was the first 
time that the fire chief and police chief 
did not receive the same pay. 


This year, however, Guttilla received 


only a 6.5 per cent increase and will also 
make $23,000. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt will con- 


tinue to be the highest paid village em- 
ploye with a salary of $28,600, represent- 
ing a 5.9 per cent increase over last 
year's $27,000. 


ALTHOUGH 
THE SMALLEST in- 


crease went to Lawrence Oppenheimer, 
village engineer and director of public 
works, he follows Passolt in being the 
highest paid employe. With a salary hike 
of 4.2 per cent, Oppenheimer will make 
$27,000 compared to last year's $25,920. 


Oppenheimer also received the smal- 


lest percentage increase last year, with a 
7.9 per cent salary lu'ke. 


Two department heads received a 


stright 10 per cent salary increase. Den- 
nis Mikosz received a $1,800 increase to 
$19,800 as head of the department of mu- 
nicipal and building maintenance. 


A 10 per cent hike was given to Village 


Clerk Evelyn Diens who will earn $13,750 
compared to last year's $12,500. Mrs. 
Dicns will earn $4,800 for her duties as 
clerk and $8,950 as office manager and 
village collector. 


Administrative Assistant M. 0. Hor- 


cher received a 10.1 per cent salary in- 
crease, and will make $10,700 compared 
to last year's $9,720. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Paul Hamer's salary 


has been increased 7.7 per cent to 
$21,000. Last year Hamer earned $19,500. 


Other salaries include Village Sani- 


tarian Jane Terbell who will make 
$10,300. Last year Mrs. Terbell made 
$6,500 for a 20-hour work week. This year 
she will work 30 hours each week. 


Robert Buerger, head of civil defense, 


will earn $1,500 compared to $1,320 last 
year. 


Acting building director Robert Ka- 


minski does not qualify for a department 
head's raise since he is covered by the 
employe wage and salary negotiations. 
He is continuing to earn $150 more each 
month for his additional responsibilities.

Their family life was In nn uproar 
and they have been subjected to harass- 
ing telephone calls.

Owen's two high school-aged sons. 


"Our main interest in all of this was 


the kids. There was a big following 
around his apartment — he was never 
there. It hurt to sec what was happening 
to the kids who were there," she said. 


The mother and the father both con- 


curred Owca wns seldom home and his 
boys had little supervision. The result, 
according to the parent, was that the 


apartment was a gathering place without 
controls. 


"He was like a confidant to them. They 


could let It all hang out there," the moth- 
er said. 


Before switching allegiance, Owca had 


compiled an extensive criminal record 
that included drug arrests, burglaries, 
and auto theft dating back 20 years. 


IN 1068 HE WAS sentenced to three 


years in the federal prison at Sandstone, 
Minn., for his role in a counterfeiting 
ring. That operation was described by 
authorities as the largest ever broken in 
the Midwest. 


The 41 persons indicted were charged 


with passing $600,000 in phony $10s and 
$20s in two years. Authorities estimated 
the gang printed more than $1 million In 
that time. 


After his sentence in Sandstone, Owca 


reportedly became an informer volun- 
tarily. His contact agent said Owca 
"wanted to get the dopers off the street." 


As Owca's federal agent had said, in- 


formers have to have some job title they 


can tell their children. In Owca's case, 
he was sometimes referred to as a "spe- 
cial employe." 


HIS CHILDREN referred to him as a 


narcotics agent. The job description was 
carried to other parents. 


"We were concerned that a man like 


this was a government agent. It just 
wasn't right. That's when my husband 
called the Chicago office to find out," the 
mother said. 


The father said he asked one of the 


boys to leave his home once. In a con- 
frontation outside, the father reported 
the boy said, "My father has a gold 
badge." 


The man finally went to sec Owca 


about the activities of the children in- 
volved. He came away less than satis- 
fled. 


"He was a man of very few words. We 


told him the kids were smoking mari- 
juana. He said just to be glad it wasn't 
anything stronger. He just shrugged his 
shoulders," the father said. 


THE MOTHER SAID she 
thought 


strong measures and informants may be 
necessary to combat hard drugs. But she 
wondered about the use of a man like 
Owca. 


"He was doing a job for a good cause, 


but he touched so many lives here. He 
had children and all this got passed on to 
a new generation. If he had been a single 
man without children it would have been 
different ... I have to view this whole 
thing with shock," the mother said. 


"Some parents don't care what hap- 


pens to their kids, you know. They don't 
set limits for them. They say 'so what.' 
We tried to care. Seeing this man In- 
volved — I get a lump in my throat. I'm 
glad it's over," she said. 


Of Owca's lasting effect on the neigh- 


borhood, she said flatly: "It wasn't a 
good one." 


Would she knowingly have another in- 


former live in the community again? 


"Not after this adventure. No. Never. 


No way. Especially not with children in- 
volved the way they were. It's left a bad 
taste in my mouth."

Session at Harper College for parents 
Workshop exposes sexism in textbooks

' A motltcr of a preschool child raked 
her hand. "What can I do to make sure 
my child is not exposed to sexism when 
he gets to school?" she asked. 


A workshop held Tuesday at Harper 


College, called "Learning To Be a Girl, a 
Boy, a Person," was designed to answer 
her question and the questions of about 
25 parents and teachers who came to 
learn what they can do to put a stop to 
sexism in teaching and textbooks. 


The workshop was led by Linda Hays 


and Judy Keller, who head the Citizens' 
Task Force on Sexism in Education in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21. The two 
have objected to sexual stereotyping in 
textbooks, films and other educational 
materials used in their district. They 
took their objections to tho school admin- 
istration and as a result the school board 
approved a policy against sexism in 
school texts last February. 


The task force defines sexism as "so- 


cial factors, pressures placed on human 
beings, learned behavior, attitudes and 
expectations, that define people by sex," 
Mrs. Keller told the group. 


FILMSTRIPS, discussions and an ex- 


amination of textbooks used in Dist. 21 
brought the point home to the group as it 
witnessed examples of sexual ster- 
eotyping. The slide presentaton, "Dick 
and Jane as Victims," gave the group 
numerous examples of sex stereotyping 
in ISO textbooks by 16 publishers, now 
used in schools across the country. 


In many of the slides girls were por- 


trayed in books as passive, often holding 
their hands behind their backs as they 
watched the boys in active play. Others 
showed girls in traditional roles such 
as helping their mothers wash the dishes 
while the boys played baseball. 


In one incident the boy expresses his 


opinion of girls as he says, "She's just 
like a girl. She gives up." Another slide 
tells of a textbook with a story of a boy 
who is a bully and which implies that he 
got that way because his mother has a 
job and is away from home all day. 


Another filmstnp called "Cinderella la 


Dead," explained that after World War 
II women were encouraged to stay homo 
and become full-time mothers to make 
room in the labor market for returning 
veterans. 
Tho Cinderella 
syndrome, 


women staying home and being provided 
for by their husbands, is dead, according 
to the film-strip, as nine out of 10 women 
today are entering the labor market. 


THE GROUP'S examination of some 


textbooks used in Dist. 21 produced more 
examples of sexism. A history book gave 
juit one example of a woman who has 
contributed to the progress of the nation, 
Clara Barton, founder of the Red Cross. 
A math book used football as a theme but 
all the players in the illustrations were 
boys. A reader contained a story about a 
little girl who spent her summer vaca- 
tion wishing she could change the color 
of her hair and her eyes. 


At the conclusion of the daylong work- 


shop Mrs. Keller and Mrs. Hays gave the 
group some tips on how to combat their 
child's eye view of sexual stereotypes. 


Talk to the school administration, they 


said, and ask the school curriculum com- 
mittee to consider sexism 
when it 


chooses new books. Ask the school ad- 
ministration to consult with book publish- 
ers to try to get non-sexist textbooks 
placed on the market, they said, and ex- 
plain sexism to your children at home by 
pointing out sexual stereotypes in tele- 
vision broadcasts and getting them to 
identify sexism in the books they bring 
home from school.

Tracks clear in Decatur 


AH tracks were cleared and trains were moving Tuesday 


at the Norfolk and Western Railroad yards in Deeatur, scene 
of n massive gas explosion which injured 140 and killed four 
persons four days ago. The mammoth clean up job on the 
railroad yards was underway around the clock and the yards 
arc almost back to normal.

Small rally, trading moderate 


A small Los Angeles bank sparked a bit of a rally on the 


New York Slock Exchange Tuesday when It announced n 
cutback in its prime lending rate — that charged key corpo- 
rations. The Dow Jones industrial average had groped for 
direction during the early part of the session and soared after 
the relatively tiny First Pacific Bank of Los Angeles made Us 
announcement. Trading remained moderate, however. The 
Dow Jones was up 9.70 at 8C0.6. Standard & Poor's was up 
1.14 at 84.95. Advances lead declines, 1,060 to 311. 


Food costs decline $2, but yearly 
outlook shows higher retail prices 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Lower farm 


prices knocked $2 off the average annual 
food bill for the American family last 
month, reducing it to $1,731., the Agricul- 
ture Department reported Tuesday. 


In spite of the slight relief, the June 


food basket calculations still stood 14 per 
cent higher than June, 1973, and did not 
change official predictions that retail 
food prices would rise again. 


By the standards used In Tuesday's re- 


port, a theoretical family of 3.2 persons 
paid $214 for a selection of farm-pro- 
duced foods in the month of June. 


The Agriculture Department also pub- 


lishes a separate estimate of food costs 
for a family of.four, -based on grocery 
lists in differing price ranges. The latest 
such report showed a family of four 
spent $55 a week for a "moderate" gro- 
cery list in May. 


The disclosure that retail food prices 


had dropped slightly in June came in a 
departmental report which calculates, 
each month, the annual cost of selected 
farm products to the theoretical family 
of 3.2 persons. 


For May, that yearly calculation stood 


at 81,733. For June, it had declined to 
$1,731. 


The report said the decline would have 


been four times as great except that a $6 
increase in charges for processing, han- 
dling and retailing of foods wiped out 
most of the $8 decline in price of raw 
farm products.

The report said retail price decreases 


in June included choice grade beef, 
which declined to its lowest level since 
February 1973, and pork, which dipped to

But officials repeatedly have 
warned consumers to expect future price 
increases, and an overall rise in the food 
budget of 12 per cent this year is fore- 
cast.

President Nixon discussed the battle 
against inflation Tuesday with more than 
.10 businessmen and Teamsters President 
Frank E. Fitzsimmons, the only major 
labor leader still supporting his fight 
against impeachment. 


Also nt the meeting at tho Western 


White House was New York economist 
Alan Greenspan, who was nominated 
Tuesday by Nixon to replace Herbert 
Stein as his chief economic adviser. 


Nixon arranged the session as he pre- 


pared to deliver a speech on the econo- 
my Thursday. Stein and economic coun- 
selor Kenneth Rush, both sitting in at the 
meeting, said Nixon has decided to stick 
to his basic policies despite the propscct 
of .substantial new inflation and 
in- 


dications of a mild recession the first 
half of this year. 


Greenspan, 48, is regarded as a con- 


servative and a critic of wage-price con- 
trols. He will be the first "business econ- 
omist" to lead the Council of Economic 
Advisers since its formation in 1946. 


One year ago Greenspan wrote that 


"what the economy badly needs is a 
strong dose of do-nothingism." 


His nomination must be,clcared by the 


Senate and the hearings could be a fo- 
rum for congressional anger over Nix- 
on's economic record. 


In Washington, meanwhile, the Senate 


passed 88 to 5 a resolution urging Nixon 
to call a domestic summit conference to 
pull the nations from its "economic 
quagmire." 


The resolution called for leaders of the 


administration, Congress, business and 
labor to meet to formulate a com- 
prehensive new economic program for 
the nation.

United Nations peacekeeping forces 


seized Nicosia airfield on Cyprus Tues- 
day under orders to hold it even at the 
risk of fighting the Greeks or Turks, a 
U.N. spokesman said in the second day 
of shaky cease-fire on the island. 


The spokesman said the U.N. captured 


control of the airport from the Greek Cy- 
priots because it was still under attack 
by the Turks and "there was the danger 
of a complete breakdown of the cease- 
fire." 


In Athens, whore discontent was run- 


ning high over the Greek junta's han- 
dling of the Cyprus crisis, the military 
regime announced it was turning power 
over to a civilian government. 


Former Greek Premier Constantino 


Karnmanlis was called home from exile 
in France. One of his spokesmen said 
Knramanlls had been offered the pre- 
miership. Cheering crowds filled the 
downtown streets of Athens. 


As Karamnnlis boarded a special jetli- 


ner in Paris Tuesday night, he said: 
"Pray for me." His friends said festive 
crowds in Athens planned to give him a 
hero's welcome when bis plane sets 
down. 


Other developments Tuesday: 
• Britain and Turkey agreed to meet 


today in Geneva for Cyprus peace talks 
but the government crisis in Greece 
made postponement virtually certain. 


• In Nicosia, attorney Glafkos Cle- 


ridas, 53, Greek Cypriot speaker of the 
Cyprus house of representatives, re- 
placed publisher Nicos Sampson, 39, as 
president of Cyprus. Sampson, who had 
been sworn in following the overthrow of 
President Makarios last week, resigned. 
Clerides immediately got in touch with 
Rauf Denktash, the Turkish Cypriot vice 
president of Cyprus, and urged a joint 
effort to stop ceasefire violations. 


• In New York, Makarios told a press 


conference he expects to return to 
Cyrprus to rcassume the presidency 
within the next few weeks. He said he 
was confident that when he returns, Cle- 
rides will resign, 


• Hundreds of American tourists, stu- 


dents, diplomatic dependents and busi- 
nessmen arrived in Lebanon and Britain 
along with thousands of other refugees 
rescued from the week-long fighting in 
Cyprus. A Royal Air Force spokesman 
said Britain's non-stop airlift of refugees, 
which began Sunday, will take two more 
days to complete. So far 3,489 American, 
British and other foreign nations have 
arrived in England in 50 flights. 


• In Washington, U.S. officials said the 


United States asked the Greek govern- 
ment to permit chartered airliners to use 
Athens airport to evacuate some of the 
thousands of American and other tourists 
stranded there. Despite the cease-fire on 
Cyprus Greek troops remained on full 
military alert and Athens airport re- 
mained closed to commercial traffic.

President 


Nixon's veto threat threw new road- 
blocks Tuesday in the path of Consumer 
Protection Agency legislation already in 
trouble in the Senate. 


Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 


said the bill had faced a tight squeeze 
even before Nixon sent down his veto 
threat Monday and not it will be even 
harder to pass. 


Nixon took his first direct stand on the 


legislation in a brief letter to Sen. Carl T. 
Curtis, R-Ncb. He said the legislation 
currently in its second week of debate on 
tho Senate floor is "unacceptable" and 
would be vetoed unless changed. 


The legislation would create an agency 


headed by an independent consumer lob- 
byist with several assistants and a staff 
of perhaps 250. It would intervene:in 
regulatory agency proceedings whenever 
decisions affecting prices, safety and oth- 
er consumer issues are being decided. • 


The House overwhelmingly passed sim- 


ilar legislation earlier this year. 
: 


The Senate version already was locked 


in a tough battle. The U.S. Chamber:of 
Commerce and other industry and trade 
groups have mounted a lobbying cam- 
paign to revise the bill with about ;30 
amendment proposals.

The Supreme Court meets today, per- 


haps to issue its vital ruling whether 
President Nixon must comply with sub- 
poenas for tapes and evidence of 64 Wa- 
tergate conversations. 


Their decision could have a critical ef- 


fect on the impeachment proceedings 
pending against Nixon in the House of 
Representatives. However, it was not 
certain the Supreme Court 
meeting 


would involve the tapes decision, since it 
also has a major ruling to make on 
school busing in Detroit which has been 
held in abeyance. 


Earlier Tuesday, Rep. Robert McClory 


of Illinois, second ranking Republican on 
the panel studying Nixon's impeachment, 
declared that if the President disobeyed 
a Supreme Court order on his tapes, the 
effect on his effort to avoid Impeachment 
would be "disastrous."

• Sen. Norris Cotton, R-N.H., quoted 


House GOP leader John Rhodes as say- 
ing there were enough votes "today" .in 
the House to impeach President Nixon. 
But Rhodes later denied making such a 
statement, and Cotton backed down 
somewhat from his earlier remarks. 


• Hoping to win over Republicans and 


Southern Democrats by narrowing their 
charges against Nixon, Democratic lead- 
ers of the House Judiciary Committee 
worked to eliminate all but the three 
strongest proposed articles of impeach- 
ment. These would charge the President 


with obstruction of justice hi the Water- 
gate cover-up, with abuse of presidential 
power, and with contempt of Congress 
for refusing to comply with committee 
subpoenas for Watergate tapes. 
• 


• Debate on the articles of impeach- 


ment, tentatively scheduled to begin ^at 
6:30 p.m. CDT, will be televised live J)y 
the major networks. Under a rotating 
basis, ABC will handle tonight's cov- 
erage followed by CBS for the second 
day and NBC for the third. Public tele- 
vision plans to carry the entire debate 
each evening on a delayed basis, similar 
to the arrangement for last summer's 
Senate Watergate Committee hearings.' 


The ABC-TV outlet in Chicago is Chan- 


nel 7 (WLK-TV), and the public tele- 
vision outlet is Channel U (WTTW).

House speechwriter, once urged Nixon to 
destroy some of his tape recordings lest 
they fall into the hands of "unscrupulous 
or malevolent or hostile critics." 


New move to free Calley 


• The fight went on Tuesday over 


whether former Army Lt. William L. 
Ciillcy Jr. ought to stay locked up or be 
set free. Attorneys for Calley — court- 
martialed in 1971 on charges of murder- 
ing at least 22 civilians at My Lai in 
South Vietnam — launched two separate 
moves to get him out of Georgia's Fort 
Leavcnworth prison — asking the Army- 
Air Force Parole and Clemency Board for 
his "immediate release" on parole, and 
saying they'll ask the U.S. Supreme 
Court to grant him bail while he tries to 
have his conviction overturned in civilian 
courts. He was free on bail from January 
through June this year, but had his bond 
revoked by federal Circuit Court.

DisL 214 wrapup 
Council to hear 
drug-abuse cases 


Students who arc caught using or distributing drugs In High 


School Dlst. 214 schools arc likely to find themselves In front 
of the district drug council next year. 


The Dlst. 214 Board of Education Monday adopted a new 


policy to be used In drug cases next year. The policy adds 
"alcohol" to the list of behavior-affecting drugs of concern to 
school officials and creates the district drug council to hear 
cases Involving drug abuse. 


Under the policy, the council may cither recommend a plan 


10 help a student overcome his problem while remaining in 
school or recommend expulsion from school through a school 
board hearing. 


The council automatically will refer all cases involving the 


sale or distribution of drugs lo the school board, but may 
recommend that the student not be expelled. Drug users also 
may be referred to the board If the council decides It's neces- 
sary. 


In the past, drug users have been suspended from school, 


but generally not recommended for expulsion or other dis- 
ciplinary action. However, all cases of sale or distribution of 
drugs have been referred to the board for expulsion. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the new policy will "blur the 


lino" between drug use and drug distribution cases. 


"We wanted a policy in which very serious cases Involving 


use could be treated seriously," he said. In addition, he said 
the policy will allow flexibility In less serious cases of dis- 
tribution of drugs. 


The drug council will consist of a school board member, n 


representative of the superintendent, n central office adminis- 
trator, a building principal and seven additional members 
representing the district's schools. The seven members will 
include counselors, assistant principals, deans and psy- 
chologists. 


Insurance to Philadelphia firm 


The board adopted a proposal from General Accident Insur- 


ance Co. of Philadelphia for fire and casualty insurance to 
replace the insurance the district had in the past. 


The board approved the proposal for Insurance with $10,000 


deductible per incident for an annual premium of $162,000. 
The proposal includes the stipulation that the district switch 
its workman's compensation insurance to General Accident. 


The proposal l» "quite a bit better" than an offer from the 


district's present insurance company, Great American Insur- 
ance Co., to change the terms of the district's present policy 
rather than cancel, said Frank Hoffelcr, the district's insur- 
ance broker. 


Great American had insured Dist. 214 for two years for a 


premium of $170,000 and has faced about $800,000 worth of 
claims. As a result, the company had told the board it would 
"withdraw from the risk" and cancel the policy on July 30 If 
terms of the policy wore not changed. 


Dlst. 214 ordinarily selects its Insurance company through 


competitive bidding. However, district officials decided they 
could not arrange bidding because of the short notice given 
them by Great American. 


Higher oil bidder gels pact 


The board swallowed hard and approved a contract for fuel 


011 for next year from Suburban Oil Co. Monday, even though 
another bidder has said he can provide the oil cheaper. 


The board had received advice from Its attorney that It 


cannot change suppliers of oil because of the federal oil allo- 
cation program. The district had received a bid of 3,1.15 cents 
a gallon for oil from Suburban and a bid of 30.15 cents a 
gallon from Industrial Fuel Oil Inc. Both bids contain an 
escalator ajausc and prices may go up or down. 


Board I^ips. Jack Costcllo said, "I can't believe that the 


law Is being Interpreted right. The whole thing was designed 
to protect the buyer. It's not meant to put the supplier in the 
position of getting two cents a gallon more than the market 
price even for .1 short time." 


Board members, however, agreed to award the contract to 


Suburban rather than risk being without fuel oil if oil short- 
ages worsen. 


Operating budget approved 


The board approved an operating budget for the 1971-73 


school year of about $4.1 million. 


The budget provides for expenditures of about $28,260,000 in 


the district's education fund and $3.350,000 in the building 
operation and maintenance fund. Assistant Supt. Robert We- 
ber said the education fund budget represents about nn eight 
per cent increase over last year, once adjustments arc mado 
for some switches in expenditures from one fund to another. 


Weber said the Increase in the education fund is caused by 


increases in some of the district's special education programs 
ami by an It per cent increase in salaries. 


Increases In the building-operation fund arc the result of 


$2BO.OOO allocated for roof repair work this year, the addition 
of one additional custodian per building and increases- in sala- 
ries, Weber said. The transportation fund of $1,400,000 is up 
$2)0,000 over last year, mostly as a result of a 15 per cent 
Increase in the cost for buses for the district, he said. 


The district will discuss proposed tax levies for 1974 next 


month and will approve a legal budget and 1074 tax levies 
Sept. 2.1. The 1974-75 operating budget will be financed by 
taxes levied in 1973.

6Quit worrying 
about consumer,9 


says dairyman

The public seems to believe that a 


dairy farmer should keep his prices low 
and his net Income at the poverty level 
just to benefit the consumer, said Robert 
J. Van Llerc, mid-states regional man- 
ager of the Associated Milk Producers 
Inc. 


Van LJcre spoke to more than 1,000 


dairy farmers who attended the annual 
delegates meeting Tuesday at the Arling- 
ton Park Towers Hotel. They belong to 
the milk producers cooperative that sup- 
plies 95 per cent of bottled milk pur- 
chased in the Chicago area. 


The dairy farmers were told to "quit 


worrying about the consumer." 


Milk producers say that a consumer 


can buy a 10-pound bag of uninspected 
ice for 90 cents and think nothing of it. 
Milk, on the other hand, has been a bar- 
gain considering its nutritious value and 
the public need for It, yet people will 
complain of its prices at the check-out 
counter. 


.MILK PRICES will begin to climb 


starting in late September or early Octo- 
ber, but milk producers say that the in- 
crease Is normal. 


"The dairy Industry Is seasonal," said 


Andy Anderson, marketing director, who 
added that the highest yield in milk be- 
gins in the spring and tapers off in the 
fall. "Therefore, the prices of dairy prod- 
ucts start dropping in the spring," An- 
derson said. "We have just gone through 


our surplus season so prices will start 
increasing." 


The consumer demand for more cheese 


caused a shortage of milk last summer 
and thus milk prices skyrocketed, Ander- 
son said. This was at the same time of 
the beef shortage. 
.Not enough milk was produced then for 
cheese, and other milk products, Ander- 
son said. Dairy farmers dropped out of 
business because of the soaring costs of 
feed and supplies, which gave the farm- 
ers no hope of continuing at even a mar- 
ginal level. 


"The farmer has never caught up on 


his Increased expenses to maintain the 
production of his farm until this year 
when prices increased," Anderson said. 


It wasn't until March that milk sup- 


plies increased and created a surplus. 
Prices of milk were more stable and 
gradually decreased. 


OFFICIALS OF the Associated Milk 


Producers Inc. recently scrambled to 
handle the surplus supplies. Most of the 
milk was manufactured into less per- 
ishable products such as powdered milk, 
butter powder and cheese. 


Because all the warehouses are now 


full of these products, the prices are ex- 
pectcd to stay stable. "The supply has 
finally met the demand," Anderson said. 


Although milk prices will fluctuate, 


consumers won't witness soaring mark- 
ups like last year. Instead, the range of 
Increases and decrease in prices will be 
smaller, Anderson said.

Funds law OKd, 
salary talks go on 


Wheeling Village Board members have approved the 1974-75 


appropriations ordinance, despite the fact that negotiations 
for wage and salary demands with village employes are con- 
tinuing. 
' 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the appropriations ordi- 


nance, set at $3,698,019, includes cost-of-living raises for em- 
ployes. The cost-of-living adjustments were agreed to in a 
closed-door session, but were never finalized by the board. 


Board members are still negotiating a fire department 


request that firemen trained as paramedics receive increased 
pay for their new duties. Passolt said there is enough money 
in the appropriations ordinance to cover the settlement when 
it is reached. 


Passolt said he does not expect the board to formally vote 


on the wage and salary settlements, although negotiations 
were conducted at board meetings in executive session. He 
said that approval of the appropriations ordinance was suf- 
ficient board action. 


Employes will receive a 6 per cent increase if they have not 


reached the top of their pay scale and a 10.2 per cent increase 
if they already are at the top of the scale. 


The manager said he does not know when wage and salary 


negotiations will be concluded. He said the board is waiting 
for a fire department response to a board offer. 
Bicentennial fest planned 


Village trustees have taken the first steps towards creating 


a Bicentennial commission to plan the local celebration of the 
nation's 200th birthday. 


The trustees have granted preliminary approval to an ordi- 


nance creating the commission, and the ordinance has been 
posted for public inspection. 


Trustees, however, questioned the method of chosing Bicen- 


tennial commission members, since the ordinance does not 
state how they are to be appointed. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon asked that the ordinance be 


passed anyway, saying that the details could be worked out 
later. "We can figure out the mechanics of it once it becomes 
effective," he said.

An ordinance approved this week creates a special classifi-

The board's action was initiated after the state passed leg- 


islation allowing local communities to create a special fee for 
senior citizens. 
Tree ivork bids taken 


For the first time, bids on tree trimming, tree removal and 


tree stump removal were taken. 


Passolt said the trees have reached a size that makes it 


difficult for village employes to do the trimming work. He 
said that in the past only tree removal and stump removal 
were handled by outside firms. 


Although no specific tree program is planned, Passolt said 


the amount of tree work in the village has reached large 
enough proportions to warrant competitive bidding. 
Lower donor age supported 


Approval was given to a resolution supporting state legisla- 


tion that would allow 17-year-olds to donate blood with paren- 
tal consent. 


The resolution was proposed by the youth commission, 


which has endorsed lowering the blood donor age limit. The 
Wheeling High School Forum also has endorsed the age re- 
duction. 


Copies of the resolution will be sent to state representatives 


from the Wheeling area. 
Units may increase numbers 


The expansion of both environmental and plan commission 


membership has received preliminary approval. 


Trustee Albert Lang proposed the expansion at an earlier 


meeting, saying that many residents have volunteered to 
serve on village commissions which currently have no va- 
cancies. 


An ordinance, currently on public inspection, would expand 


the plan commission membership from seven to nine. The 
environmental commission would be expanded from five to 
seven members. 


In addition to providing a better opportunity for residents to 


serve the village, Lang said the environmental commission 
also needs more people to properly serve the village. 


The ordinance is scheduled for final vote in two weeks.

Windows reflect the gleam 
of money for their tvashers

Walls cf glass thrusting into tho suburban sklos spell a 


lucrative future for the daring humor flics known as window 
washers. 


The once-flat suburban landscape Is becoming Increasingly 


dotted with multi-story offices, hotels and condominium 
apartments. They all have glass windows, and the windows 
have to be washed. 


Enter companies such as AAA Services Inc., of Elmhurst, 


which can arrange to have windows on any building cleaned. 


Although Robert Hubeny's AAA company stretches through 


many eastern and midwestern states, the burden of the work 
is carried by HR* local window washers, who perch on those 
swaying platform* known ns stages. 


WINDOW WASHKItS have a range cf ages, but regardless 


of experience, they have at least one thing in common — 
everyone a*ks them If they are afraid of falling. The answer 
Is usually "no." 


In an nee when the limcworn and dangerous trades arc 


falling into memories, banished by the onslaught of machines, 
the window washer Is In his heyday. 


Architects of the glass.walled mammoth buildings consult 


with window washers to make sure they don't build some- 
thing th;it cannot be cleaned, and the window washers use 
their imagination to clean what already lias been built. 


The decorative glass entry ways at Woodfield Shopping 


Center presented one hurdle the AAA men were able to 
handle .successfully. Many such Jobs require the use of Impro- 
vised equipment. 


,\s CONSTIUVriON continues, supervisor William Wood- 


burn's cy.i almost twirklc. AAA accounts already Include 
seme cf tl:c new office buildings at Woodfield, Motorola of- 
fices In Schaumburg and some major structures In Oukbrook. 


The washers who work for AAA are on a bonus schedule, 


where they arc paid above union scale for the number of 
windows they wash satisfactorily. 


The stage wobbles and rocks as the washers move with 


their brushes and squeegees. They work rapidly, doing a job 
most people would turn down without a moment's hesitation. 
A windy day makes it even worse. 


They learn to trust the steel cables that pull them up and 


down the faces of buildings, although they also have a little 
"Insurance" — a separate safety rope that will hold them up 
even If the stage crashes to the ground. 


AS IF THE WASHERS need the reminders, people often 


hand them clippings or tell them stories about window wash- 
ers who have fallen or who have been trapped on building 
sides. 


The job seems even more dangerous after finding that tho 


cables and ropes arc not attached to tho roofs of the build- 
ings. Because few roofs have sturdy structures or bolts with 
which to attach the equipment, the men and the stage are 
usually held up by a lever system that is counterbalanced on 
one end. 


Hubeny walled n long time fqr the right business opportuni- 


ty to come along, and he is pleased with his decision to 
purchase n window-washing company. He started with one 
Chicago suburban company and expanded to several states, 
with business following the trend to highrisc construction. 


Hubeny said window washers used to be classed with gar- 


bage collectors. "That hasn't been the case the past few 
years," he said. "All architecture, except schools, has gone to 
high levels of glass curtain walls. This increases the market, 
and the retail buyer expects a higher level of appearance."

To all those drivers who have

crackdown is taken as tacit en- 
dorsement of drivers setting their 
own pace. 


What we fear happening — in Il- 


linois at least — is a drift toward a 
wider and wider abuse of the limit 
to where it will cease to exist, ex- 
cept technically on the road signs. 


A bigger problem is the move 


afoot in various private and gov- 
ernmental quarters to repeal the 55 
mile per hour standard. 


That growing sentiment is one of 


the vexations of our national men- 
tality. The 55 limit was OK when it 
was thrust on us over Uie winter, 
but that was then, and we don't 
need it any more. 


Has it been that long ago? Have 


we forgotten the clamor over gaso- 
line supplies when we bowed to the 
edict to slow down? 


Apparently so, and some cynic- 


ism is forgivable, because we did 
seem to pop out of that crisis in 
jackrabbit fashion. 


But the underlying warnings are 


still there, and there is no doubt 
that driving more slowly conserves 
fuel, and whether you believe the 
crisis was rigged or not, there is no 
doubt that in succeeding years 
we're going to have to practice 
more and more the conservation of 
this limited resource. 


One of the most fundamental 


ways to do that is to drive more 
slowly, and 
the proponents of 


junking the 55 limit ought to re- 
member that before we enter our 
next wave of calamity over van- 
ishing gasoline supplies. 


They also ought to take note of 


that at first unheralded side-bene- 
fit of the lower limit: safety. 


Highway death tolls are suddenly 


reading like those of a quarter-cen- 
tury ago. 


Over the long Fourth of July 


weekend, traditionally the nation's 
most gory, some 200 fewer per- 
bons were killed this year than 
last. In Illinois through the first six 
months of the year, 246 fewer per- 
sons died on the roads in the first 
half of 1973 — a drop of almost 23 
per cent. 


There was one reason: more 


drivers were driving more slowly. 


If saving gas and saving lives 


has no appeal, consider also that 
driving more slowly is better for 
you. A fast pace on the road, like a 
fast pace in life, has a frazzling ef- 
fect, and drivers who have been 
sticking to 55 have reported amaze- 
ment at reaching their destinations 
a little later but much more rested. 


In a word, the 55 limit has been 


good for us. Let's live with it. 


Clark Mollenhoff s 'Watch on Washington' 
Milk probe perils Hardin

WASHINGTON — Former Secretary of 


Agriculture Clifford Hardin isn't in the 
clear yet on the highly questionable affi- 
davit he signed concerning his reason for 
reversing himself and boosting dairy 
price supports to 85 per cent of parity on 
March 25,1971. 


That affidavit, signed by Hardin on 


March 7, 1972, is at odds with hundreds 
of pages of testimony and documents 
compiled by the Senate Select Watergate 
Committee showing the strong currents 
of political campaign cash flowing from 
the dairy industry to the Nixon re-elec- 
tion committee. 


Reliable sources also report the White 


House tapes of two of Mr. Hardln's 
meetings with President Nixon on March 
23, 1971, are at variance with his affida- 
vit swearing under oath there were no 
other considerations than "the statutory 
criteria" involved in his unusual decision 
to boost milk supports from $4 66 to $4.93 
per hundredweight. 


At the heart of Hardln's problem are 


these factors: 


• On March 12, 1971, after several 


months of compiling economic reports 
and dairy forecasts in the normal de- 
partmental manner, Hardin announced 
dairy support-levels would be S4 0(5 per 
hundredweight, or 80 per cent of parity. 


• On March 23, 1971, Hardin met at 


10:30 a.m. at the White House with the 
President, dairy industry officials and 
lawyers in the Cabinet room to discuss 
political and economic arguments for 
higher dairy supports. 


• On March 23, at 4:45 p.m., Hardin 


again met with the President, then Trea- 
sury Secretary John Connally, then Spe- 
cial Assistant John Ehrlichman and oth- 
ers from the administration. The Presi- 
dent made the decision to incresc milk 
price supports and there was a dis- 
cussion of having special counsel Charles 
Colson alert the milk producers to the 
decision. 


• At 11 p.m. that night Herbert Kalm- 


bnch, the President's personal lawyer 
and fund raiser, met with Murray Choti- 
ner, a lawyer for dairy interests, and 
Harold Nelson, general manager for the 
Associated Milk Producers, Inc. The 
meeting was to "reaffirm" a dairy in- 
dustry pledge to contribute $2 million to 
President Nixon's re-election campaign. 


• On March 25, 1971, Hardin an- 


nounced a boost in support levels to 


$4.93 per hundredweight — or 85 per cent 
of parity — with no consultations with 
any of the top economic advisors in his 
Department of Agriculture and with no 
new economic reports for backup. 


In his affidavit a year later, Hardin 


stated erroneously the March 25 decision 
to boost supports "was based entirely on 
reconsideration of the evidence on the 
basis of statutory criteria and that it was 
his personal decision" after normal ad- 
vice from three named assistants. All 
three assistants have told the special 
prosecutor and the Senate Watergate 
Committee they weren't consulted. 


The decision of Senator Sam Ervin's 


Watergate Committee not to have public 


hearings on the dairy deals saved Hardin 
considerable political embarrassment. 
But his affidavit is in the hands of Spe- 
cial Prosecutor Leon Jaworski, who also 
has access to the White House tapes of 
Nixon's two meetings with Hardin on 
March 23 — two days before Hardin sud- 
denly announced the new higher support 
level. 


Hardin, President Nixon's first Secre- 


tary of Agriculture, resigned on Novem- 
ber 17, 1971, to become a vice-chairman 
and member of the board of Ralston Pu- 
rina Company, St. Louis, Mo. 


In March, 1972, when Nixon was still 


riding high and seemed invulnerable, 
Hardin had no problem in remembering 
that he and he alone made the decision 
to boost dairy supports. He said, "The 
decision to set the price support level at 


$4.93 per hundredweight was based en- 
tirely on a reconsideration of the evi- 
dence on the basis of the statutory cri- 
teria." 


After sticking his neck out a mile to 


assert that the White House had no part 
of the decision, Secretary Hardin was 
faced last January with President Nix- 
on's admissions that tie had been in- 
volved in the dairy decision and that it 
was based upon "political realities." 


President Nixon's explanation, while 


admitting "political factors," stopped 
short of admitting the quid pro quo for 
campaign funds that would have amount- 
ed to a criminal law violation. 


Haixlm, when questioned by Senate 


Watergate staff members on the March 
23 aflernoon meeting with the President 
during which the milk boost decision was 
made, had no recollection on many cru- 
cial points. Later at the request of the 
White House, Hardin claimed "executive 
privilege" on what transpired at the 
meeting. 


The 
Senate 
Watergate 
Committee 


didn't have presidential tapes of that 
meeting when it wrote its report. But the 
special prosecutor does have those White 
House tapes as they prepare for further 
grand jury exploration of the dairy deals. 


Since Hardin was the statutory deci- 


sion maker as Secretary of Agriculture, 
any grand jury investigation of the legal- 
ity or motivation behind that decision 
will make the former chancellor of the 
University of Nebraska a key witness. 


At that point, Cliff Hardin will have to 


make a tough choice. 


He can stand by his March, 1972, affi- 


davit in which he put his name on the 
line to absolve Mr. Nixon and the White 
House associates from responsibility for 
the controversial dairy price support 
boost. 


Tins would be at odds with the admis- 


sions of the White House, the testimony 
of dozens of others and the common 
sense that economic conditions had not 
'changed so much between March 12 and 
March 25, 1971, to warrant an upward 
adjustment of 27 cents a hundredweight. 


Or, Hardin can decide, as others have 


done, that it is time to look out for his 
own hide and not argue with the White 
House tapes which he did not know exis- 
ted when he made his initial affidavit.

You must be very careful to plan ahead so that certain 


specific doublets will not expose a blot or cause you to break 
your trillion prematurely. 


Note the diagram. If you roll 3-3 or 4-4, you will have to 


break up your closed board. You're not that unlucky, though. 
Your numbers on the dice arc 4-1. 


If you're a careless player, you might move the man on the 


black 10-polnl to your own 10-polnt. This play will leave you in 
trouble if your next roll is double 4. 


Suppose that you guard against tills by moving a man from 


the black bar point to the black 12-point. This looks perfectly 
safe. You can then play double 4 or double 3 with ease — but 
suppose that your next roll Is double 1. Try to play it without 
brooking your board! You won't be able to play more than 
three points with your outside men. 


The correct way to play your 4-1 is to move the man on the

and West cards you will sec that you are 
In the same spade game as yesterday 
with exactly the same cards and opening 
lead. 


There is one groat difference. You arc 


playing in the World's championship 
against Belladonna and Garrozzo of 
Italy, the best pair in the world. 


You win the diamond lead, draw 


trumps, strip the hand of hearts, just as 
declarer did yesterday and throw Gar- 
rozzo In with a diamond. 


He takes his two diamond tricks just 


as East did yesterday and shifts to the 
six of clubs. 


Against a good player you would play 


low and make your contract if he has 
made the mistake of leading the six from 
10-8-6 or jnck-8-0. Against Garrozzo this 
just hasn't happened. He would be sure 
to lead the eight from cither of those 
holdings. 


Then what has he led from? Ho Is Gar- 


rozzo, but you arc playing In the World's 
championship also and you see that ho 
must have led from jack-ton-slx. You 
play your nine and make the contract. 


Why didn't Garrozzo lead the 10? Be- 


cause he was sure that you would recog- 
nize that falsccard lead, play low and 
finesse against his jack on the next turn. 
Suppose his lead was top of nothing? In 
that case you were a dead bird in any 
case.

THE OUTBURST by Butler and other 


NOISE officials was based on a NOISE 
finding that the appropriations commit- 
tee asked the FAA to delay for a year any 
requirements that airlines add sound- 
proofing material to their jet engines. 


The delay was asked for, NOISE said, 


because the committee expects other 
noise-reducing techniques to be devel- 


oped within a year. 


Henry Grimme, secretary for the 


O'Hare chapter of NOISE, said that FAA 
administrator Alexander Butterfield told 
a Senate hearing that re-fan, a noise-re- 
ducing technique, would not be available 
for another four years, and might Involve 
aircraft redesigning as well. Therefore, 
"the committee does not have any 
grounds to ask for the delay," Grimme 
said. 


Butler also was objecting to a House 


committee recommendation that re- 
search funds be authorized to study the 
effect of noise on people and assure that 
any retroactive noise control program 
would be meaningful.

It belongs to John Bennett, senior vice 


president for Investment management at 
the Boston-based Putnam Management 
Co., which handles assets of $1.6 billion 
in 10 funds. 


Bennett believes the market will turn 


: stronger by fall and be "good" in 1075. 


; 
Aside from the continuing study and 


research Bennett performs in handling 
millions of investment dollars, he bases 
this optimism on what ho calls "The 
Presidential Cycle Theory." 


LOGIC IlKIIINI) the theory builds on 


what Bennett says Is the Federal Re- 
serve Board's traditional attempt to rev 
up the economy in the year or 10 months 
prior to presidential elections. He says 
the rescnc board turns on the money 
spigots to aiotd angering a political par-

ty on the grounds that monetary policy 
cost it the election, as happened in 1960. 


Basically, says Bennett, the board 


tends to fight inflation through a tight 
money policy during the only slack politi- 
cal period it can find, the 12 to IS months 
immediately after a presidential election. 
He points out that from 1027 to 1973 sev- 
en of nine economic peaks occurred dur- 
ing the first year of presidential terms 
and every bear market since 1927 began 
In the first half of a presidential term. 


"The Presidential Cycle," says the 


man from Putnam, "again appears to be 
at the point in time when monetary and 


High costs, low tvatt use blamed 
Earnings down at Edison 


Commonwealth Edison Co. recently re- 


ported that earnings In the first half of 
1974 totaled $1 per share. The figure 
compares to $1.47 earnings hi the first 
half of lira.

$25 million worth of downstatc properties 
will mid an estimated 13 cents a share to 
earnings.

The third years of presidential terms, 


says Bennett, have been tho strongest 
years in the stock market, citing 1051, 
195S, 1939,1963, and 1967 as exceptionally 
good stock market years. 


ON BALANCE, from 1927 to 1D73, total 


return on tho Standard & Poor's Stock 
Index averaged 14.59 per cent in tho 
third and fourth years of presidential 
terms. Expressed another way, the in- 
vestment result in the second half of 
prcsidcntail terms was 84 per cent higher 
in the second half than the first. 


From 1947 to 1973 stock returns were 


14,8.1 per cent on average in the third and 


fourth years versus 10 per cent in the 
first and second years, or 47 per cent 
greater. „ 


Bennett says that from 1927 to 1973 the 


aggregate performance of stock market 
returns, growth in the money supply and 
real GNP were 58 per cent higher in the 
second half of a presidential term than in 
the first. 


"If history repeats itself, as we be- 


lieve," said Bennett, "we should be in a 
period of accelerating money growth as 
we approach the 1976 election. In fact, 
money supply growth has been accelera- 
ting since late last fall. And we would 
expect tho inflation rate to decline in the 
second half of 1974." 


Tho optimistic Bennett even suggests 


the scope of gains in the market as seen 
in his scenario for the coming year and 
one-half may provide. 


He says stock returns ha\c averaged 


23.1 per cent higher in the first years 
after such serious bear markets as we've 
been experiencing.

unrecognized. Hundreds of thousands of 
people who don't get in the public eye 
arc doing things every bit as important 
as Ralph Nader." 


Fort sees society in the future as be- 


coming overall increasingly fragmented. 
"The least able will continue to govern 
us. More and more people will use more 
and more drugs, particularly alcohol, to- 
bacco and marijuana. There'll be more 
and more crime and violence. 


"AT THE SAME time, I see a signifi- 


cant minority finding themselves and liv- 
ing fulfilling and joyful lives. Each per- 
son has the capability of creating his 
own destiny. Although the broader social 
phenomena I mentioned will happen, 
within that society there's still the possi- 
bility of affecting our own existence. We 
arc not impotent and there's a tre- 
mendous range of possibilities each can 
carry out. 


"One big obligation of those trying to 


change society," said Fort, "Is to offer 
hope and alternatives to individuals rath- 
er than just criticizing." 


Fort is affecting change in his commu- 


nity with a center called "Fort Help." 


"I call it a demonstration prlject. We 


built an organization that serves large 
numbers of people of any background 
with any kind of problem. The project 
attracts very dedicated and expert staff 
— not with money or administrative posi- 
tions — solely by articulating a vision of 


what can be done and attracting people 
to share that. 


"We then just reach out by word of 


mouth to tell the people we're there and 
they come to us for help with just about 
any kind of problem — drugs, sex, sui- 
cide, over-eating. And we try to give 
them that help and, more important, 
hope. It can be done."

I wouldn't give a blanket endorsement 


to any of these gimmicks. Some have 
been under Investigation by the Food and 
Drug Administration. 


Part of all these plans have some truth 


in them, but tho implied results are an 
exaggeration. In general, if you have to 
buy a device to accomplish your goal of 
a better figure, you can bet there is an 
overriding commercial Interest in tho 
scheme. 


About tho breasts, I don't think there is 


a thing in cither tho creams or the water 
spray device that will help improve your 
bustllne. It is true that exercises that 
build up tho pectoral muscles under the 
breast will Increase tho measured cir- 
cumference around tho bustllne. It is 
also true that improved posture will im- 
prove the appearance, not only of the 
bustllne but In over-all terms.

Sexually appealing female secretaries 


arc target for risque innucndos, but 
even If the profession Is commonly 
abated and erroneously depleted by nu- 
merous cartoonists, it remains the No. 1 
area for job opportunity, according to the 
federal government. 


One quarter million now openings in 


secretarial work are available every year 
and this number is not expected to di- 
minish In the near future, at least over 
the next decade, said Mrs. Jacqueline 
Hcfelc, careers specialist for Mosor 
School in Carthage which offers (raining 
both in secretarial science and account- 
Ing. 


THERE AltE several reasons for the 


availability of secretarial-related posi- 
tions. Despite the entry of women into 
more male-oriented fields as these con- 
tinue to open 
up to the gentler 


sex, business keeps growing, constituting 
a greater market for trained, proficient 
secretaries, explained Mrs. Hofolc, as- 
suring high school students that today's 
secretaries receive better promotions 
and higher salaries. 


"Women arc Increasingly being more 


recognized as a valuable resource," she 
oddcd. 


Though traditionally a secretarial job 


Is considered woman's work, the secre- 
tarial profession Is not exclusive to worn- 


It's still the No. 1 job for women 


en, commented Mrs. Hefele. Experience 
proves that. While Moser presently has 
no male students enrolled, it has in the 
past and expects to sec more in the fu- 
ture because opportunities for advance- 
ment arc greater, she said. 


"Some executive secretaries are really 


like administrative assistants. They 
make the equivalent of what is consid- 
ered normal executive pay and also have 
many of the same responsibilities . . . 
only they haven't been given titles. But 
that is beginning to change now too." 


"SOME EXECUTIVE secretaries hove 


their own secretory to work for them," 
she added. 


Accusations by disgruntled secretaries 


who feel they are unfairly overworked by 
their employers and forced to perform 
menial tasks are brushed aside by Mrs. 
Hefele. 


"I'm sure it docs happen in some com- 


panies or why would you hear about it? 
Too many people still look at secretaries 
as they used to bo portrayed in the mov- 
ies." 


But she contends today there are more 


and more women able to work them- 
selves up the corporate ladder from a 
beginning secretarial position. And shu 
distinguishes between the true profes- 
sional career secretary with training and 
experience, and one who is merely em- 
ployed in a clerical position. 


"HIGH SCHOOLS themselves tell us 


not as many students are choosing to go 
on to college as they used to. It does 
seem Impractical to take four years of 
education in a field that is already la- 
beled full. A recent Carnegie Commis- 
sion Report predicts that less than 20 per 
cent of the available jobs in this decade 
will require n degree," said Mrs. Hefele. 


"We see all kinds of women coming to 


us. Some use the secretarial role as a 
stepping stone to a better position," she 
continued. "If they get into the company 
and work for people at the top, learn all 
about the business and company, they 
have a very good opportunity of being 
noticed and rewarded if they perform 
well." 


"Often women with a college degree, 


even a master's, will come to us be- 
cause they are unable to find a job and 
companies have no place to start them 
out without the basic skills. Once hired it 
is much cosier to move out of one posi- 
tion into something else. 


"THEN THERE AHE the women who 


have worked awhile and found that with- 
out basic secretarial skills, it is ex- 
tremely hard to move up. Skills act like 
a door ... enabling a person to move up 
to a higher more responsible position. 


"Shorthand and typing arc not always 


required to be hired by all companies. 
Still It Is almost always required for ad- 
vancement to the top secretarial posi- 


tions. You might hardly ever use short- 
hand, but you still have to have the 
skills. 


"And then there Is the woman who is 


planning one day to marry and raise a 
family, but wants a good job between to- 
day and finding Mr. Right." 


Mrs. Hefele, who was a secretary for 


10 years before moving into promotion 
and marketing, feels strongly that though 
college may not be to everyone's advan- 
tage, women interested in becoming pro- 
fessional secretaries should complete- 
some post-high school business training 
before launching their careers. 


"IF YOU START working and decide 


what you want to do and where you want 
to go, you can then take courses that will 
aid you in moving up. A lot of companies 
will even pay for additional education of 
their employes." 


Moser is located in the city and on 


campus in Carthage. By doubling up on 
hours and eliminating liberal arts sub- 
jects, a secretarial program can be com- 
pleted in six to nine months, depending 
upon prior experience and knowledge. 
Further training is available for special- 
ization as a legal or medical secretary. 
Courses begin three times a year.

It really started when I paid 59 cents a 


pound for tomatoes at our first super- 
market visit near Roanokc, Va. 


"Let's have n garden with our summer 


place," somebody suggested. "At least 
we can grow a few tomatoes." So off we 
went to browse through the seed catalogs 
at the local farm store. 


Well. It may be that a rose is a rose is 


n rose, but it turns out that a tomato is 
one of at least n dozen different vari- 
eties. After considerable research and a 
family conference, we bought half a doz- 
en plants of a new kind called Early 
Girl. Early Girls, as the name suggests, 
are fast starters, early bloomers ... sort 
of the racing stars of the tomato world. 
In fact, they're supposed to bear within 
43 days. 


NOW. 45 DAYS, as it happens, is just 


about alt the time we have. We arc 
creating this garden at Smith Mountain 
Lake In Virginia, where we are trying to 
build a little summer cottage before we 
have to get back to Illinois in August. 
The "we," by the way, Includes six of 
us: tuo adults plus four children. Actual- 
ly, the oldest "child" just graduated 
from college and the garden was mainly 
her idea. But. while she docs much of the 
work, the project in general seems to 
have somehow escalated to tho status of 
an agribusiness Involving the whole fam- 
ily. 


You don't. It seems, just buy a few to- 


mato plants. You also buy a shovel to dig 
up the ground. Next you buy a hoe and 
rake to cultivate the crops. And, as long

Every member of the family has a job 


In this "green achcrs" project. Our-son- 
thc-baskctball-playcr, who's 6 foot 3 or 4, 
depending on when he last got a haircut, 
docs the digging and the terracing. I for- 
got to mention that our garden's on a 
hill, and things have a way of sliding 
down into the lake. With brawn and 
muscle, plus a fairly dull ax, he chops 
down an occasional tree and spikes in a 
few logs to control the crop erosion. 


The two youngest, who are 8 and 11, 


specialize in insect control and watering 
respectively. After brief experience with 
a bucket brigade, we invested in a 
hose and nozzle plus a pretty little wa- 
tering can. 


Meanwhile, the head of the family con- 


centrates on the compost pile which he 
started with a view to next year's crops. 
When you farm, you really have to plan 
ahead. 


IN OUR LIMITED spare time, we go 


on field trips around the county to study 
scarecrows, which turn out to be quite an 
art form in themselves with rather com- 
plicated conventions and an amazing 
amount of variety. 


Until we can decide what kind of aes- 


thetic statement we want to make with 
our own scarecrow, I function as a kind 
of super-animated model by rocking 
away in my hammock, which is con- 
veniently situated so I can oversee the 
whole "plantation." 


But, you ask, doesn't it get boring just 


swinging in a hammock? 


Not at all. 


You see, I keep busy looking up tomato 


recipes In the cook book we optimistical- 
ly purchased. Our Early Girls are now 
on Day 25 and already have a few hard 
green tomatoes on them which vary from 
marble to plngpong ball size. 


After all this, I want to be ready for 


the harvest when Day 45 arrives. 


Curiosity a most natural function

When a 5-year-old takes an active in- 


terest in the pleasurable aspects of his 
ixxiy, how do we parents react? Are we 
delighted to sec him developing normal- 
ly, or horrified at what we regard as tho 
abrupt end of innocence at an abnormal- 
ly early age? 


It's not surprising if we're anxious 


about such things. We are bombarded by 
htories of runaways, drug addiction, 
promiscuity and youthful prostitution. At 
the same time, we're subjected to in- 
creasing pressure from a whole sex-ori- 
ented culture to bring up children so they 
will achieve in adulthood what is often 
touted as the great possible good — "a 
good hex life." 


Caught between these new pressures 


and old prohibitions and lingering taboos, 
parents arc naturally confused. We sim- 
ply don't know what behavior is healthy. 
And some of us suspect that any interest 
in sex at the preschool or kindergarten 
age is not wholesome. 


After speaking to educators, psy- 


chiatrists and authors in the child guid- 
ance field, I felt more confident about 
coping with the behavior of my own 
three young children. I hope tho sugges- 
tions and opinions of these experts will 
give you the same reassurance. 


WHATEVER THEY choose to call 


them ("wiener" is a current favorite for 
both sexes), little children arc fascinated 
by their own and each other's sexual ap- 
paratus. Three-to-five-year-olds are like- 
ly to make up catchy jingles about their 
genitals. They are curious about other 
people's and sometimes their desire to 
check them out becomes overt. 


One kindcrgartner went under a large 


table witli a girl in the class. Masked by 
the tablecloth, he displayed his genitals 
and asked,"Do you have a wiener?" She 


WOMEN and CHILDREN FIRST 


followed suit. They were satisfied, zipped 
up and went back to their crayons. 


When our son began toddling, our 


daughter, then 3, thought it was fun to 
give his penis a yank when he stood up 
in the tub. She was very surprised to 
learn that, unlike a hat or toy, this novel 
object was part of his body and actually 
hurt when it was pulled. 


Though parents sometimes feel their 


children purposely behave this way to 
unnerve mom and dad, usually they're 
not out to shock anybody. 


THE YOUNG SON who asks about 


breasts or tries on mommy's bra prob- 
ably is only being curious. It's natural 
for girls and boys to want to know if they 
will have bosoms and why their fathers 
and brothers don't. 


Kids want to know who they are. Part 


of their inquiry centers on sexual differ- 
ences. But their curiosity, to the dismay 
of many parents, may be more than sim- 
ply verbal. 


Even if your children had miraculously 


escaped the TV tube, had never glimps- 
ed the heavy goings-on of 
afternoon 


soaps or watched such family entertain- 
ments as the Sonny and Cher Comedy 
Hour in which seductive dances and 
jokes abound, even if they had been 
brought up in "the pure air and the sim- 
ple amusements of the country," they 
would not, as the Victorian physician 
William Acton believed, be "totally ig- 
norant of any sexual affection." 


Dr. Ner Uttner, child psychiatrist and 


sex education consultant, says, "Most 
kids of 3 or 4 have the notion of some- 
thing of an intimate nature happening 
between parents that isn't happening 
when they sleep with mom or dad." 


THIS SUSPICION is reinforced by 


some of the things they see on television, 
hear on the phone or observe at first 
hand, from a casual embrace to inter- 
course (not an uncommon observation in 
crowded homes where children and 
adults sleep in the same room). 


What's it all about? they wonder. 


With many children, the question is 


never posed. Instead it is expressed in 
behavior which might have seemed cute 
at 2, but not at 5 or 6. Kids may break 
into a suggestive dance, with or without 


music, when they arc changing clothes 
or getting ready for a bath. 


Sometimes they exhibit themselves 


with friends, an activity parents tend to 
hear about prefaced by, "Jenny and I 
have a secret. We go to her room 
and . . ." 


Don't worry, the queasy feeling in the 


pit of the stomach is common for parents 
, 


and, in most cases, needless. 


Besides seemingly erotic behavior with 


playmates and siblings, children between 
the ages of 3 and 5 begin to take differ- 
ent attitudes toward mom and dad. 
Sometimes their relationship with the 
parent of the opposite sex takes on a pas- 
sionate fervor. 


DRAWING ON THE Greek myth of 


Oedipus who unwittingly killded his fa- 
ther and married his mother, Sigmund 
Freud termed this stage of the family 
love-hate triangle the Ocdipal phase. 


Though most individuals find the no- 


tion of incest — even as an unconscious 
wish — repugnant, observant parents 
can recognize that sons of 3 to 5 fantasize 
about taking their father's place while 
daughters daydream about being daddy's 
wife. 


As a means of curbing these fantasies, 


the late Dr. Chaim Ginnot, Dr. Benjamin 
Spock, Helene Arnstein and others have 
advised against routinely taking children 
into bed to comfort them or having them 
sleep in the same room. These experts 
urge parents to avoid shaming the boy 
who wants to marry mommy or the girl 
who wants daddy all to herself. 


They recommend teaching the young- 


ster gently but firmly that he cannot re- 
place daddy and that indeed he does not 
need to replace him to achieve love and 
respect in the family.

me to be like his mother who remained a 
widow for 50 years without remarrying.

Sometimes I think he's joking 
but then again what if he isn't? Can he 
do this to me? Cut mo out of his will?

Dear Eileen: 


It seems to me as though your husband 


is trying to get a reaction from you to 
find out how you really feel about him. I 
think he needs to be reassured that you 
won't forget him should he die, and ob- 
viously he is afraid that it might happen. 
What he Is saying and how he feels are 
two different things. This is my opinion 
so you can take it for what it's worth, 
but it might be something for you to 
think about and work on. 


• It could be that he really doesn't 


have much to will. If your property is in 
joint tenancy, or he's made you a benefi- 
ciary of an insurance policy, put proper- 
ty in your name, or bank accounts in 
joint tenancy with right of survivorship, 
etc., he may feel that since these are 
legal ways to avoid probate that you are 
well protected. And so, knowing this, he 
is amusing himelf in order to avoid wor- 
rying about what he thinks might happen 
to him. 


• The law prevents a husband from 


disinheriting his wife, and so you can re- 
lax on that score. Trying to cut out a 


spouse in a will is like trying to find es- 
cape in a closet so far as the law is con- 
cerned. No matter how fancy, humorous 
or odd his will is, you are still entitled to 
(in Illinois) one-third and the children, 
two-thirds. If you do not have children, 
you receive the whole estate. 


You think your husband's idea is 


wacky? Now, hear this! That famous 
Will Shakespeare left his wife his "sec- 
ond best bed" and you may imagine the 
conjectures following it! 


Another odd will, probated about 20 


years ago had one man leaving nothing 
to his two sisters because, he said, they 
revered the man who was president 
then, and "the taxes caused by him more 
than equalled their share." 


Maybe, though, you should be grateful 


that your husband isn't planning to write 
a wUI insisting you remarry because 
"there will be at least one man to regret 
my death," as one husband boldly de- 
clared in his last will and testament. 


• Why not, when your husband is in an 


amicable mood and you feel you can 
communicate with him, suggest to him

that Instead of having the plans after his 
death, that he enjoy his cronies under 
happier circumstances and have a birth- 
day or holiday party now at the tavern? 
I'm sure his friends would feel better 
about this arrangement too. 


• You could also ask him how he'd 


feel if you put a similar condition in your 
will. After all, who knows "who's on 
first"? Women forget that they have a 
right to make a will and that if they real- 
ly checked out what they have in the way 
of personal as well as real property, 
stocks, bonds etc., especially in their own 
names, they'd seriously consider making 
one.

Chicago is on a two-game swing that 


starts tonight (9:30 p.m. CDT) in Port- 
land against Dick Coury's winless 
Storm. They'll continue onto Hawaii for a 
Sunday encounter. 


Logically, both arc Western Division 


opponents. Hawaii has already played its 
third game. That was a 36-16 victory on 
Sunday against Detroit. It qas their first 
win.

Hayward hosts 32nd World 
Lumberjack 
Championships

If Illinois fish ever wanted to wage war 


on fishermen, they probably would have 
Darrell Taylor's name at the top of their 
list. 


Without ever putting a rod in the wa- 


ter, Taylor, 36, probably is responsible 
for more stringers of bass on Illinois' 
Rend, Carlyle and Shelbyville lakes than 
any other individual. 


The reason: He produces and markets 


complete sets of topostructure maps 
many serious fishermen use as guide- 
lines for success. 


"Topographic charts should be used by 


anyone taking his fishing in a serious 
way," Taylor said. "This includes any- 
one from the pro tournament fisherman 
to the person who will spend two days a 
week once or twice a year at the lake. 


"The charts are intended to help elimi- 


nate unproductive water before actually 
going on the lake to fish Instead of was- 
ting time on the lake eliminating water 
that won't produce." 


Taylor has spent more than 400 hours 


in compiling each map he markets. In 
addition to the Illinois maps, he produces 
one of Stockton, Mo. 


"Most people make too much of an is- 


sue or allow themselves to be confused 
when trying to interpret topographic 
charts. They're really quite simple to use 


but a basic understanding is necessary. 


"Contour lines that are close together 


represent deeper sloops and contour lines 
far apart arc gentle or nearly Hat land. 


In order to find water that might hold 


fish, a person should look for contour 
lines that indicate deep sloops and fin- 
gers into the lake. But these areas should 
be adjacent to the deepest water in the 
area. 


"Other types of productive structure 


that can be found with good charts," he 
said, "are river beds and creek beds, 
farm ponds and sloughs, bridges and cul- 
verts, road beds, building foundations, 
silo foundations, gravel beds and pits, 
etc. 


"In other words, any break or vari- 


ation in the surrounding contours that 
can provide a fish holding area." 


Taylor, who works for IBM when he 


isn't compiling his maps or fishing, said 
a shallow water fisherman also can 
make use of the maps. 


"A shallow water fisherman can use 


topo-structure charts if he will believe 
that larger fish live in deep water. He 
can then pick up coves and sand points 
that meet the requirements of having 
deep water nearby. In other words, you 
don't have to be a structure fishing pur- 
ist to make use of topographic charts." 


Taylor believes the $10 fee he charges 


for his Illinois charts is a worthwhile in- 
vestment for every fisherman, not just 
the bass angler. 


"Walleye, crappie, big bullgill and 


channel cat all relate to structure," Tay- 
lor said. 
. Taylor, who says he has been fishing 
since he was big enough to cast a rod, 
said, "Big water's confusing and its 
tough to fish. The reason I started on this 
charts was I felt a need for a durable 
quality set of charts that combines to- 
pographic information and submerged 
structure into a detailed, easy to use set 
of charts on the water." 


Taylor often gives seminars to fishing 


clubs on how to use topo-structure 
charts.

mosquito breeding areas in communities 
are first surveyed to determine which 
sites the Gambusla would successfully 
adapt to. 


This is usually five per cent of the total 


Factors such as acreage 
of area, whether or not the water is per- 
manent, water depth and quality are tak- 
en into account. 


Once these facts are known, sites can 


be carefully selected and the stocking of 
the minnows can begin. 


Gambusia minnows, native to the Mis- 


sissippi valley and the eastern seaboard 
of the United States, are small, surface- 
eating fish about 1V4-2 Inches long. 


Clarke Outdoor Spraying flys its min- 


nows up from New Orleans. In July, 


Clarke will ship and stock over 50,000 
minnows In northern Illinois areas. 


Stocking of the fish is termed biologi- 


cal control which is used in conjunction 
with chemical larviciding to control the 
breeding of mosquitoes. 


In the future Clarke plans to breed 


Gambusia in northern Illinois and stock 
all areas suitable for the fish.

Now's the time to stay on the pier 


A shortage of pier fishermen and an 


apparent surplus of trout and salmon arc 
creating a peculiar, bittersweet problem 
for Lake Michigan fish managers. 


The trout and salmon are in shallow 


water at this time of year, within casting 
distance of pier fishermen from Manito- 
woc to Milwaukee. But there sometimes 
seems to be a shortage of anglers to 
catch the big fish. 


"Occasionally, we get complaints that 


all the fishing action is out in the deep 
water," says Ron Poff, supervisor of the 
Lake Michigan fishery. "But that's cer- 
tainly not true now. When the weather 
conditions arc right, shoreline fishermen 
will have a great chance to take both 
trout and salmon."

Yachts set sail Saturday

"When the winds are out of the 
west," Schultz says, "the water near the 
lakcshore stays clear and cold, and the 
fishing Is good on the piers and break- 
walls. 


"After a day or two of east or north- 


cast winds, the inshore water tends to 
warm up and get turbid, and the fish will 
move out. But since the prevailing winds 
are from the west, shoreline fishing Is 
generally good in July and August. 


"When the fish are in along the piers 


and the fishermen are out in force, the 
action can be tremendous," Schultz says. 
"Recently, our creel census clerk saw 40 
rainbows, and cohos between 3-7 pounds 
caught in a three-hour period on the Port 
Washington pier." 


Pier fishermen usually use medium- 


weight spinning or spincast tackle and 10 
or 12-pound monofilament line. Spoons of 
various kinds are the usual lures, and 
silver seems to be the "hot" color right 
now. 
The construction of most piers re- 


quires a long-handled landing net, and 
pier fishermen often wear rubber-soled 
shoes for safety. 


ways In just such heavy growth, but I'd 
never been personally satisfied with that 
kind of live bait fishing. Anyway, live 
frog fishing is illegal In Illinois. 


I decided to try the pork frog bait. 
Using a weedless Weber hook, I baited 


the chunky body through the silt in the 
front. I cast It to a pad about a foot from 
the edge. I let It sit there until the rip- 
ples had cleared, eased it off the pad and 
a bass took it the instant it dropped Into 
the water. 


The bass must have been a good one, 


because he immediately turned and 
headed Into the dense pad growth and 
went right to the bottom. Before I knew 
what was happening to me, he apparent- 
ly wound the line around those strong 
stalks and broke It off. 


But I knew I was on the right track. I 


switched from spinning gear to a revolv- 
ing spool outfit with 12-pound line and 
did it again. 


In little more than an hour, I had taken 


five largemouth bass and one northern 
pike. The biggest bass was 5% pounds, 
the smallest was 3V4. The northern was a 
mere four pounds. 


The pork frog is, without doubt, a ver- 


satile bait and a natural for fishing the 
weedy shorelines, wccd-thick bays and 
backwaters, Illy pads and other rough 
cover. You can find them in three or four 
sites and colors, but the most useful is 
green-spotted and about four inches long, 
head to tall. 


On a weedless spoon, hook the bait 


with the color side up, although many 
anglers prefer the "dead frog" variation, 
hooking It with the color side down. In 
rough going, if you're getting to the bot- 
tom too fast and dredging up bales of 
moss or heavy weeds, you can take a 
knife and trim down the chunky body to 
lighten it. 


There are basically three excellent 


ways to fish a pork frog. In the early 
morning or at dusk, and on cloudy days, 
cast the frog right up on the shoreline 
and then "hop" it Into the water. 


Let it rest on the bottom, take in the 


slack and begin to retrieve it In short, 


. "swimming" jerks with frequent pauses 


to let it rest. Keep at it until you've satis- 
fied yourself that you're not crossing any 
fish paths. Then move and do the same 


PORK FROG mounted on a weediest 
hook or spoon solves the often-en- 


thlng, except fish parallel and close to 
the shoreline. 


When you first take a pork frog out of 


the bottle a"d put it on the hook, make a 
short cast and retrieve and watch the 
bait. Sometimes you will find that a new 
bait must soak for a few minutes before 
the tails relax and begin that realistic 
swimmlng.leg motion you want. 


You can use a pork frog right In lily 


pads and weed beds any time of day. 
Keep your line high and off the water to 
keep it free from tangling. Work the frog 
across the top, alternately swimming it 
and hopping it onto pads and keep going 
until you're clear of the cover. 


You can also cast beyond the cover 


and swim the frog Into it. While your bait 
Is out of sight, watch for sudden move- 
ment In the pads or reeds or a wake at 
the edge of the cover. Since you're fish- 
Ing such heavy growth, you may not be 
able to feel It when the fish first takes 
tho frog. 


During midday, when the sun's the 


highest and hottest, the bass will be In 
the deepest water, so cast the frog and 
let it settle to the bottom. Then "crawl" 
It slowly along the bottom or bounce it 
with a stop-and-go retrieve all the way 
back to the boat. 


With a weedless hook, there is little 


chance of hanging up and the frog bait 
will hop and glide over rocks and snags 
and right through weeds. Since it's not 


countered problem of effective-bass 
fishing in weed beds and lily pads. 


easy to hang this weedless bait, treat 
any "snag" carefully, because It Just 
might be a fish. 


Fishing weedbeds and lily pads with a 


pork frog has another advantage. Since 
your weedless hook Is not hanging up on 
stalks or dredging roots out of the bot- 
tom, 
you can thoroughly "fish out" a 


spot before you move. 


Cast first at the edges of the beds, Into 


all the pockets along the edge and into 
the open pockets within the bed. Next 
cast parallel to the beds, swimming the 
frog the full length without going Into the 
beds. 


After you've pretty well fished out the 


edges and pockets, begin casting Into the 
bed, 
first trying to land on a Illy pad, 


rest a few seconds and then "hop" off. 
Try the surface first, with this method. 


Then let the frog sink to the bottom 


and work it right through the roots. Fish 
the depths between the bottom and the 
top and, finally, cast clear across the bed 
and work the frog through from open wa- 
ter. 


If you'll check your hook after every 


cast to be sure the weedless wire hasn't 
moved out of position, you can com- 
pletely work almost every foot of a 
weedbed or bed of pads without serious 
hang ups that spook fish. If you do acci- 
dentally pull a big bunch of weeds, leave 
the spot for another and come back to it 
later.

Allocate duck blinds 
on new 2-year system 


Illinois Conservation Director 


Tony Dean announced a major 
change In the Illinois system of 
allocating duck blind sites on the 
public lands, a change which he 
said would "make hunting op- 
portunities on public waterfowl 
areas fair, above board and 
equal to all." 


Dean announced that blind 


sites along the Mississippi and Il- 
linois Rivers and on certain other 
public lands administered by tho 
Department 
of 
Conservation 


which were re-registered annual- 
ly, will henceforth be allocated 


"on a two-year basis and will be 
reallocated every 
two years 


thereafter." 


This will terminate the tradi- 


tional registration system that 
allowed a perpetuity In blind 
ownership which, the Director 
charged, was Inequitable and 
contrary to the agreement by 
which the Department manages 
federal lands for the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service. 


"It's no upcrct lo any duck 


hunter that some of the blind 
sites In these areas have been 
held for lo. 13 or nearly 20 years 
by Hie same people. And It's no 
secret that the best sites arc al- 
most never available to the pub- 
lic. Cov. Walker and I agreed 
early this year that this system 
needed to be rr-cvaluatcd," said 
Denn. 


Tho Director said that 1074 will 


be a "transition year" of change 
to the two-year allocation sys- 


tem. He said that drawings will 
bo held later this week to allo- 
cate blinds for 1974-75 on lands 
where formerly there were an- 
nual drawings. These Include 
state-owned sites on the Illinois 
and Kankakcc Rivers, at Mcrmct 
Lake, at three sites on the Mis- 
sissippi River, on the Grundy 
and Will County Conservation 
Areas and at the W. W. Powers 
Conservation Area In south Chi- 
cago, on tho Indiana state line. 


On the rcamalnlng lands, 


which include most of the prime 
Mississippi River and lower Illi- 
nois River hunting areas, blind 
owners will be allowed to re-reg- 
ister this year as in the past. 


Those blinds not re-established 


in ownership for this fall's season 
will then be drawn by lot for 1974 
possession only. Following this 
drawing, all blinds in these areas 
will be reallocated by lottery for 
the 1975-76 seasons. 


"By this means, the new blind 


builders will have nearly a year 
to gather their equipment and 
begin the task of building or re- 
building the blinds," said Dean. 


Registration for drawing on the 


two-year areas to begin this fall 
(1974-75) will be at 10 a.m., and 
the actual lotteries will be .con- 
ducted at 2 p.m. 


All registrants must be at least 


16 years old and have In posses- 
sion a 1973 or 1974 hunting li- 
cense and a 1973 or 1974 Federal 
Migratory Waterfowl Stamp. To 
be allocated a blind site, a regis- 
trant must bo present for the 
drawing. 


Only hunters who build ap- 


proved blinds may rc-reglstcr. 
One person may register for him- 
self and his partners, but ho 
must have his and his partners' 
hunting licenses with him. Hunt- 
ers may not register blinds other 
than their own. 


Registration for drawing and 


the actual lottery In this area 
will be at the Grass Lake Area, 
at Chain O* Lakes State Park, 
cost of Spring Grove In Lake 
County.

HOLLYWOOD - A newTV award has 


been announced. Ordinarily I would 
greet that news with a protracted period 
of thumb-twiddling. Wo need more TV 
awards like we need a rise in prices. As 
it is. the Emmy currently has about as 
much prestige as a can of leftover cat 
food. 


But this new award, tho Humanitas 


Prize, seems to be a cut above the oth- 
ers, because of its aims and the men be- 
hind It. 


Three awards will be given annually, 


beginning next year. They will go to the 
writers of the best 90-mlnutc or more, 60- 
mlmito and 30-mlnute commercial TV 
p r o g r a m s which best communicate 
"those values which most fully enrich 
tho human person." 


Since we could stand some human-per- 


son enrichment, this Is a bravo stand. 
And it's high time the writer was singled 
out, because the written word must come 
first in any show. 


Father Ellwood (Bud) Kleser, tha 


Paullst priest who runs the Insight show, 
Is tho gulldlng force behind the new 
Humanitas Prize. And he has surrounded 
himself with on executive committee and 
bonrd of trustees of outstanding men so 
It should become one of TV's most presti- 
gious awards. 


It will bo worthwhile to tho writer, too 


— the prizes will be $25,000, $15,000 and 
$10.000, depending on the length of the 
script. 


Advance word from those who have 


seen It (and that Includes me) Is that 
NBC's Chlco and the Man is a sure thing 
for success this coming TV season. It's 
witty and warm and wise. 


But It may have some problems. It 


concerns Chlcanos. Like all minorities 
these days they arc pretty touchy about 
how much and what kind of fun can be 
poked at them. 


Jimmy Komack, who created, wrote 


and produces tho show, was worried, too.

Sale of $140,000 of tax 
warrants OKd by village 


Buffalo Grove officials Monday night 


approved the solo of $140,000 worth of tax 
anticipation warrants so the village can 
continue to pay Its bills. 


The sate of the warrants was given 


tentative approval by the village board 
last week after it was announced that 
cash in the general fund had become 
low. Officials said sale of the warrants is 
necessary because of the delay In receiv- 
ing property tax money from Lake and 
Cook counties. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


tax money will not arrive until at least 
October and In the meantime (he village 
needs operating cash, 


TAX ANTICIPATION warrants, essen- 


tially, arc loans taken out by a munici- 
pality. The village then uses money from 
its next tax collection to buy back tho 
warrants. 


Larson said the sale of the warrants 


will not necessitate an increase in village 
taxes. The village, ho said, should have 
no problem buying them back with mon- 
ey from the next tax collection. 


The Bank of Buffalo Grove will buy tho 


tax anticipation warrants from the vil- 
lage and will receive 6 per cent Interest. 
The village will have to pay the bank 
$8,400 in interest. 


OFFICIALS WERE hoping the village 


would sell enough building permits this 
year to carry it through the current cash 
crisis. Building this summer, however, 
has boon slower than expected. 


The village board passed an ordinance 


approving the sole of the warrants by a 
G-to-1 vote. Trustee Edward Osmon, tho 
only board member opposing the propos- 
al, said he feels the village should have 
made more cutbacks in its budget for the 
1974-75 fiscal year. 


Moments after approving the sale of 


the warrants, the board approved the 
budget which calls for expenditures of 
about $3.1 million in the fiscal year, in- 
cluding a 10.2 per cent average pay in- 
crease for village employes. 


The budget was given tentative ap- 


proval last month, with only minor 
changes since. 


Builder's plea for tax denied 


Buffalo Grove officials have turned 


down a request by Chesterfield Builders 
to establish a special tax district to pay 
for construction of a sanitary sewer on 
Old Checker Road. 


The scwcr would service Chesterfield's 


new development and two neighboring 
housing projects that arc planned. 


Under the proposal, the three property 


owners and the homeowners In the new 
development would have been assessed 
additional taxes for construction of the 
scwcr. Village residents at large would 
not have paid an Increase in taxes. 


Chesterfield requested the village sell 


about $133,000 in general obligation bonds 
to raise revenue to pay for the throe- 
quartcr-mllc scwcr. The village would 
have been paid back over 12 years 
through the Increased assessments. 


THE BOARD rejected the request by a 


4-to-3 vote Monday after Village Atty. 
Richard Raysa said the village probably 


would have difficulty finding investors to 
purchase the bonds. Some members also 
arc against increasing the village debt 
limitation for the benefit of a private 
party. 


Fred Hillmnn, executive vice .resident 


of Chesterfield, sold the request was 
made because the village could have got- 
ten the needed cash at a lower interest 
rale. Since the proposal was denied, he 
said, his firm will have to raise the capi- 
tal to pay for the sewer construction and 
attempt to get reimbursed by the other 
property owners. 


Trustees Thomas Mahoncy, Jerry Drls-

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Dist. 214 wrapup 
Council to hear 
drug-abuse cases 


Students who arc caught using or distributing drugs in High 


School Dist. 214 schools arc likely to find themselves in front 
of the district drug council next year. 


The DUt. 214 Board of Education Monday adopted a new 


policy to bo used In drug coses next year. The policy adds 
"alcohol" to the list of behavior-affecting drugs of concern to 
school officials and creates the district drug council to hear 
cases Involving drug abuse. 


Under the policy, tho council may cither recommend a plan 


to help n student overcome his problem while remaining In 
school or recommend expulsion from school through a school 
board hearing. 


The council automatically will refer all cases involving the 


sale or distribution of drugs to the school board, but may 
recommend that the student not be expelled. Drug users also 
may be referred to the board if the council decides it's neces- 
sary. 


In the past, drug users have been suspended from school, 


but generally not recommended for expulsion or other dis- 
ciplinary action. However, all cases of sale or distribution of 
drugs have been referred to the board for expulsion. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the new policy will "blur the 


lino" between drug use and drug distribution cases. 


"We wanted a policy in which very serious cases involving 


use could bo treated seriously," he sold. In addition, he said 
the policy will allow flexibility In less serious cases of dis- 
tribution of drugs. 


Tho drug council will consist of a school board member, a 


representative of the superintendent, a central office adminis- 
trator, a building principal and seven additional members 
representing the district's schools. The seven members will 
Include counselors, assistant principals, deans and psy- 
chologists. 


Insurance to Philadelphia firm 


The board adopted a proposal from General Accident Insur- 


ance Co. of Philadelphia for fire and casualty Insurance to 
replace the Insurance the district had In the past. 


The board approved the proposal for Insurance with $10,000 


deductible per incident for an annual premium of $162,000. 
The proposal includes the stipulation that the district switch 
its workman's compensation insurance to General Accident. 


The proposal is "quite a bit better" than an offer from the 


district's present Insurance company, Great American Insur- 
ance Co., to change the terms of the district's present policy 
rather than cancel, said Prank Hoffclcr, the district's insur- 
ance broker. 


Great American had insured DIst. 214 for two years for a 


premium of $170.000 and has faced about $800,000 worth of 
claims. As a result, the company had told the board it would 
"withdraw from the risk" and cancel the policy on July 30 if 
terms of the policy were not changed. 


Dlst. 214 ordinarily selects its insurance company through 


competitive bidding. However, district officials decided they 
could not arrange bidding because of the short notice given 
them by Great American. 


Higher oil bidder gets pact 


The board swallowed hard and approved a contract for fuel 


oil for next year from Suburban Oil Co. Monday, even though 
another bidder has said he can provide the oil cheaper. 


The board had received advice from Its attorney that It 


cannot change suppliers of oil because of the federal oil allo- 
cation program. The district had received a bid of 33.15 cents 
a gallon for oil from Suburban and a bid of 30.15 cents a 
gallon from Industrial Fuel Oil Inc. Both bids contain an 
escalator clause and prices may go up or down. 


Board Pros. Jack Costcllo said. "I can't believe that the 


law Is being interpreted right. The whole thing was designed 
to protect the buyer. It's not meant to put the supplier in the 
position of getting two cents a gallon more than the market 
price even for a short time." 


Board members, however, agreed to award the contract to 


Suburban rather than risk being without fuel oil if oil short- 
ages worsen. 


Operating budget approved 


The board approved an operating budget for the 1974-75 


school year of about $43 million. 


The budget provides for expenditures of about $28,260,000 in 


the district's education fund and $5,330,000 in the building 
operation and maintenance fund. Assistant Supt. Robert We- 
her said the education fund budget represents about an eight 
per cent Increase over last year, once adjustments arc mndo 
for some switches In expenditures from one fund to another. 


Weber said the increase in the education fund Is caused by 


Increases In some of the district's special education programs 
and by an 11 per cent increase In salaries. 


Increases in the building-operation fund arc the result of 


$280,000 allocated for roof repair work this year, the addition 
of one additional custodian per building and increases In sala- 
ries. Weber said. The transportation fund of $1,400,000 Is up 
$240.000 over last year, mostly as a result of a 15 per cent 
increase in tho cost for buses for the district, he said. 


The district will discuss proposed tax levies for 1074 next 


month and will approve a legal budget and 1074 tax levies 
Sept. 23. The 1974-73 operating budget will be financed by 
taxes levied in 1973.

Children will be referred to Omnl-Housc

After being screened by psychologists 


and social workers at Omni-House,

services. 


Functions will be to provide the chil-

'Quit worrying 
about consumer,' 
says dairyman

The public seems to believe that a 


dairy farmer should keep his prices low 
and his net income at the poverty level 
just to benefit the consumer, said Robert 
J. Van LJere, mid-states regional man- 
ager of the Associated Milk Producers 
Inc. 


Van Licrc spoke to more than 1,000 


dairy farmers who attended the annual 
delegates meeting Tuesday at the Arling- 
ton Park Towers Hotel. They belong to 
the milk producers cooperative that sup- 
plies 95 per cent of bottled milk pur- 
chased in the Chicago area. 


The dairy farmers were told to "quit 


worrying about the consumer." 


Milk producers say that a consumer 


can buy a 10-pound bag of uninspected 
ice for 90 cents and think nothing of it. 
Milk, on the other hand, has been a bar- 
gain considering its nutritious value and 
the public need for it, yet people will 
complain of its prices at the check-out 
counter. 


MILK PRICES will begin to climb 


starting in late September or early Octo- 
ber, but milk producers say that the in- 
crease is normal. 


"The dairy Industry Is seasonal," said 


Andy Anderson, marketing director, who

added that the highest yield in milk be- 
gins in the spring and tapers off in the 
fall. "Therefore, the prices of dairy prod- 
ucts start dropping in the spring," An- 
derson said. "We have just gone through 
our surplus season so prices will start 
increasing." 


The consumer demand for more cheese 


caused a shortage of milk last summer 
and thus milk prices skyrocketed, Ander- 
son said. This was at the same time of 
the beef shortage. 


Not enough milk was produced then for 


cheese, and other milk products, Ander- 
son said. Dairy farmers dropped out of 
business because of the soaring costs of 
feed and supplies, which gave the farm- 
ers no hope of continuing at even a mar- 
ginal level. 


"The farmer has never caught up on 


his increased expenses to maintain the 
production of his farm until this year 
when prices increased," Anderson said. 


It wasn't until March that milk sup- 


plies increased and created a surplus. 
Prices of milk were more stable and 
gradually decreased. 


OFFICIALS OF the Associated Milk 


Producers Inc. recently scrambled to 
handle the surplus supplies. Most of the 
milk was manufactured into less per- 
ishable products such as powdered milk, 
butter powder and cheese. 


Because all the warehouses are now 


full of these products, the prices are ex- 
pected to stay stable. "The supply has 
finally met the demand," Anderson said. 


Although milk prices will fluctuate, 


consumers won't witness soaring mark- 
ups like last year. Instead, the range of 
increases and decrease in prices will be 
smaller, Anderson said. 


Single tire 
district bid 
stalled again 


Buffalo Grove's effort to put the village 


in one fire district was delayed again 
and officials said they will work to get 
the matter resolved as soon as possible. 


Standing in the way of a referendum 


that would try to place the entire village 
in the Wheeling Township Rural Fire 
Protection District are two agreements 
that would provide for the transfer of 
real estate and equipment, firemen's sal- 
aries, fringe benefits and personnel pol- 
icies. 


Monday, when it appeared everything 


had been resolved, a question was raised 
concerning the village's obligation to put 
money into the firemen's retirement 
fund. 


Officials said the matter will be settled 


and the agreements will be considered 
by the board Aug. 5. 


The purpose of the agreements Is to 


prevent problems when the village wants 
to leave the Wheeling district to form a 
municipal fire department. Officials pre- 
dict a municipal department is at least 
two years away. 


The village now is in three fire dis- 


tricts and officials say transferring it to 
one wilt make it easier to form a munici- 
pal department in the future. They are 
still hopeful a referendum approving the 
transfer can be put to the voters by late 
summer or early fall.

Cost estimates ranged up to $100,000 


for new teachers, materials and text- 
books and would have put the tentative 
budget being considered at that time in 
the red. 


ANDERSON SAID THAT since then 


the district has been notified of an unex- 
pected increase in assessed valuation, re- 
ceived additional revenue from other 
sources and devised a plan to more ef- 
fectively utilize freshmen instructors. 


The school board was notified last 


week that the assessed valuation for the 
district has increased from $105,119,246 
last year to $109,780,083. The increase 
added $35,000 to the revenue indicated in 
the tentative budget, Anderson said. 


An additional state aid payment, high 


returns on invested money and year-end 
savings experienced in the 1973-74 budget 
have also boosted tho money available 
for the new program, he said. 


Copies of tentative budgets are on dis- 


play at Prairie View School, with several 
changes expected before final approval 
at a budget hearing set for 8 p.m., Aug.

Maintenance of some 300 acres of park land is no simple task 


by JOHN MAES 


About 300 acres of lawn, including a 


golf course, thousands of plants and 100 
new trees each year is a lot of backyard 
to take care of. And that's only part of 
the job for Robert Towler, superintend- 
ent of parks for the DCS Plaines Park 
District. 


Trimming, manicuring and caring for 


all that greenery becomes an all-day, cv- 
cry-day job for park district mainte- 
nance workers during the spring and 
summer. 


The park district spends about $12,000 


each year on grounds maintenance, 
much of which Is devoted to caring for 
the expansive lawn in city parks and lo- 
cal schools. 


"WE SPEND LESS time on flowers 


and trees than anything else," said Tow- 
ler. "Lawn maintenance now is the big- 
gest thing." He sold about one-third of 
the $12,000 is used for keeping up the 
lawn and greens at the Lake Opcka golf 
course which, he said, requires, "a little 
extra care." 


Almost any day, park district grounds 


workers can be seen cutting grass as 
they inch along on the slow moving, trac- 
tor-type lawn mowers. 


"All they do Is cut grass, all day — 


even In light rain," Towler said. "They 
usually cover the whole system in one 
week and then start the cycle over again 
because when they've finished, the first 
part is good and ready for another cut- 
ting." 


THE GOLF COURSE and other areas, 


such as football fields, are aerated sev 


cral times each year. 


Aeration especially was needed on the 


lake-area lawn after it was sat on and 
trampled by the thousands of people who 
watched the Fourth of July fireworks dis- 
play. "People compact the soil and 
squeeze the air out and we have to let it 
back under," Towler said. 


The lake Is not neglected by Towler's 


crew. Three times each summer, copper 
sulphate is spread on the water to con- 
trol algae. 


Towler, 40, spent 16 years with the 


United States Forestry service in the 
Black Hills region of South Dakota, Colo- 


rado and Wyoming and is mapping out a 
forestry program of his own for city 
parks. 


THE PLANTING of about 100 trees of 


various species each year in district 
parks will provide an "entirely different 
look in about 20 years." He envisions a 
new wealth of color and beauty the parks 
will have when the trees mature. "That's 
what a good share of the system will look 
like," he said. 


About 15 different species of young 


trees, including oaks, maples, pines and 
elms are planted each year. "We plant 
so many," he said, "because some die

each year. 


The "extra care" given to the golf 


course is handled by three members of 
Towler's nine-man grounds staff. 


Workers also care for park district 


lawns through a process called aeration. 
The process includes cutting small holes 
in the lawn to let the soil and roots un- 
derneath soak up fresh air.

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Dist. 214 ivrapup 
Council to hear 
drug-abuse cases 


Students who arc caught using or distributing drugs in High 


School Dial. 214 schools arc likely to find themselves in front 
of the district drug council next year. 


The Dial. 214 Board of Education Monday adopted a new 


policy to be used in drug cases next year. The policy adds 
"alcohol" to the list of behavior-affecting drugs of concern to 
school officials and creates the district drug council to hear 
cases Involving drug abuse. 


Under the policy, the council may cither recommend a plan 


to help n student overcome his problem while remaining in 
school or recommend expulsion from school through a school 
board hearing. 


The council automatically will refer all cases Involving the 


sale or distribution of drugs to the school board, but may 
recommend that the student not be expelled. Drug users also 
may be referred to the board if the council decides It's neces- 
sary. 


In the past, drug users have been suspended from school, 


but generally not recommended for expulsion or other dis- 
ciplinary action. However, all cases of sale or distribution of 
drugs have been referred to the board for expulsion. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the new policy will "blur the 


line" between drug use and drug distribution cases. 


"Wo wanted a policy in which very serious cases involving 


use could bo treated seriously," ho said. In addition, he said 
the policy will allow flexibility in less serious cases of dis- 
tribution of drugs. 


The drug council will consist of a school board member, a 


representative of the superintendent, a central office adminis- 
trator, a building principal and seven additional members 
representing the district's schools. The seven members will 
Include counselors, assistant principals, deans and psy- 
chologists. 


Insurance to Philadelphia firm 


The board adopted a proposal from General Accident Insur- 


ance Co. of Philadelphia for fire and casualty insurance to 
replace the insurance the district had in the past. 


The board approved the proposal for Insurance with $10,000 


deductible per Incident for on annual premium of $162,000. 
The proposal includes the stipulation that the district switch 
its workman's compensation insurance to General Accident. 


The proposal U "quite a bit better" than an offer from the 


district's present Insurance company, Great American Insur- 
ance Co., to change the terms of the district's present policy 
rather than cancel, said Frank Hoffclcr, the district's insur- 
ance broker. 


Great American had Insured Dbt. 214 for two years for a 


premium of $170,000 and has faced about $800,000 worth of 
claims. As n result, the company had told the board It would 
"withdraw from the risk" and cancel the policy on July 30 If 
terms of the policy were not changed. 


Dlst. 214 ordinarily selects its insurance company through 


competitive bidding. However, district officials decided they 
could not arrange bidding because of the short notice given 
them by Great American. 


Higher oil bidder gels pact 


The board swallowed hard and approved n contract for fuel 


oil for next year from Suburban Oil Co. Monday, even though 
another bidder has said he can provide the oil cheaper. 


The board had received advice from Its attorney that it 


cannot change suppliers of oil because of the federal oil allo- 
cation program. The district had received a bid of 33.15 cents 
a gallon for oil from Suburban and a bid of 30.15 cents a 
gallon from Industrial Fuel Oil Inc. Both bids contain an 
escalator clause and prices may go up or down. 


Hoard Prw. Jack Costcllo said. "I can't believe that the 


law Is being interpreted right. The whole thing was designed 
to protect the buyer. It's not meant to put the supplier in the 
position of getting two cents a gallon more than the market 
price even for n short lime." 


Board members, however, agreed to award the'contract to 


Suburban rather than risk being without fuel oil if oil short- 
ages worsen. 


Operating budget approved 


The board approved nn operating budget for the 1974-75 


school year of about $4.1 million. 


The budget provides for expenditures of about $28,260,000 in 


the district's education fund and $5.350,000 in the building 
operation and maintenance fund. Assistant Supt. Robert We- 
her said the education fund budget represents about an eight 
per cent increase over last year, once adjustments arc mado 
for some switches In expenditures from one fund to another. 


Weber said (ho increase In the education fund is caused by 


Increases In some of the district's special education programs 
ami by an II per cent Increase In salaries. 


Increases In the building-operation fund arc the result of 


$280,000 allocated for roof repair work this year, the addition 
of one additional custodian per building and increases in sala- 
ries. Weber said. The transportation fund of $1,400,000 Is up 
$2)0.000 over last year, mostly as a result of a 15 per cent 
Increase In the cost for buses for the district, he said. 


The district will discuss proposed tax levies for 1974 next 


month and will approve a legal budget and 1974 tax levies 
Sept. 23. The 1074-73 operating budget will be financed by 
taxes levied in 1973.

Faulty nursery work, consumers say 
Couple files 'sod fraud9 complaint

An Elk Grove Village couple has filed 


a complaint with the Illinois Attorney 
General's Consumer Fraud and Protec- 
tion Division against Northern Nurseries 
of Nilcs. 


Mr. and Mrs. Robert Conroy, 1287 


Parker PI., filed the complaint Saturday 
at the local consumer fraud office, said 
Paul Brott, a volunteer worker at the 
branch office. 


The Conroys paid $640 for Northern in 


March to have sod laid on their property. 
The job was performed last week and, 
Mrs. Conroy said, the new lawn looked 
like a checkerboard — every other row 
appeared dead. 


Brott said he hopes to have more infor- 


mation on the case by Saturday. The Elk 
Grove Village branch office is only open 
Saturdays from 9 a.m. to noon at the vil- 
lage hall. 


"At this point we don't know all the 


ramifications," Brott said, adding that 
he hopes to get reproductions of con- 
tracts, receipts and other material this 
week. 


BROTT SAID THE branch office has 


never received a complaint against the 
nursery, but he said he would check with 
the Chicago consumer fraud office to see 
if it has a file on the company. Conroy 
told Brott that two of his Parker Place 


neighbors also intend to file formal com- 
plaints against the nursery for similar 
sod problems. 


After the initial investigation, and if it 


is determined the Conroys have filed a 
valid complaint, Brott will send a letter 
stating the situation to Northern Nurs- 
eries. 


"Sometimes that's all it takes. We let 


the respondent (Northern Nurseries) re- 
ply on the complaint. Very often the mat- 


ter can be settled by just talking — if the 
two sides are reasonable," Brott said. 


Action will be taken on the complaint 


depending on whether there has been a 
misrepresentation by the nursery, either 
verbal or written. 


The Conroys maintain the nursery laid 


dead sod; however, the nursery field 
manager contends the sod is just dor- 
mant. 


ART PARR, field manager for North- 


ern that laid the sod, said Tuesday the 
sod is guaranteed. "What else can you 
say. If it doesn't come back it will be 
replaced," he said. 


Parr added he has told the Conroya 


about the guarantee and the replacement 
policy. 


"I have worked this area for many, 


many, many years and never had any- 
thing like this happen," he said. 


Alexian's 'backstage' much in forefront

"A boy who fell down and broke his 


arm isn't our problem. But if he fell 
down and broke the arm because he was 
high on drugs, he Is," said Daniel A. 
MacLean. 


MacLean is director of a little-known 


department at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center that still receives a lot of atten- 
tion — from people who need help. 


The Social Service Dept. of Alexian 


Brothers, while answering more than 
1,000 Inquiries a year, still is regarded as 
the "backstage area" of the hospital. 


Handling questions ranging from recom- 
mendations on nursing homes to where 
to donate bodies or organs, the depart- 
ment consists of seven full-time employ- 
es, including a registered nurse. 


"IN THE COURSE of our operation, 


we come across a lot of information," 
said MacLean, who hopes to put the in- 
formation to better use by making it 
more accessible to the public. "You have 
to know virtually every resource In the 
Chicagoland area," he added. 


Some of the information the depart- 


ment has compiled has been put into 


written form, such as a list of nursing 
homes in the area. 


Nursing home recommendations are 


one of the most often asked questions the 
department receives, said MacLean. 


While the department has five full-time 


counselors, calls for various types of 
counseling are always referred to other 
agencies. "We work with patients in the 
hospital to get them started," said Mac- 
Lean. "We then refer them to the proper 
agency when they leave the hospital,"

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Dist. 214 torapup 
Council to hear 
drug-abuse cases 


Students who arc caught using or distributing drugs in High 


School Dist. 2I4 schools arc likely to find themselves in front 
of the district drug council next year. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education Monday adopted a new 


policy to bo used in drug cases next year. The policy adds 
"alcohol" to the list of behavior-affecting drugs of concern to 
school officials and creates the district drug council to hear 
cases involving drug abuse. 


Under the policy, the council may cither recommend a plan 


to help a student overcome his problem while remaining in 
school or recommend expulsion from school through a school 
board hearing. 


The council automatically will refer all cases Involving the 


sale or distribution of drugs to the school board, but may 
recommend that the student not be expelled. Drug users also 
may be referred to the board if the council decides it's neces- 
sary. 


In the past, drug users have been suspended from school, 


but generally not recommended for expulsion or other dis- 
ciplinary action. However, all cases of sale or distribution of 
drugs have been referred to the board for expulsion. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the new policy will "blur the 


lino" between drug use and drug distribution cases. 


"Wo wanted a policy in which very serious cases Involving 


uso could bo treated seriously," he said. In addition, he said 
the policy will allow flexibility in less serious cases of dis- 
tribution of drugs. 


The drug council will consist of n school board member, a 


representative of the superintendent, a central office adminis- 
trator, a building principal and seven additional members 
representing the district's schools. The seven members will 
include counselors, assistant principals, deans and psy- 
chologists. 


Insurance to Philadelphia firm 


The board adopted a proposal from General Accident Insur- 


ance Co. of Philadelphia for fire and casualty insurance to 
replace the Insurance the district had In the past. 


The board approved the proposal for insurance with $10,000 


deductible per incident for an annual premium of $162,000. 
The proposal includes the stipulation that the district switch 
its workman's compensation Insurance to General Accident. 


The proposal b "quite a bit better" than an offer from the 


district's present insurance company, Great American Insur- 
ance Co., to change the terms of the district's present policy 
rather than cancel, said Frank Hoffclcr, the district's insur- 
ance broker. 


Great American had Insured Dist. 214 for two years for a 


premium of $170,000 and has faced about $800,000 worth of 
claims. As a result, the company had told the board it would 
"withdraw from the risk" and cancel the policy on July 30 if 
terms of the policy were not changed. 


Dist. 214 ordinarily selects its Insurance company through 


competitive bidding. However, district officials 'decided they 
could not arrange bidding because of the short notice given 
them by Great American. 


Higher oil bidder gets pact 


The board swallowed hard and approved a contract for fuel 


oil for next year from Suburban Oil Co. Monday, even though 
another bidder has said he can provide the oil cheaper. 


The board had received advice from its attorney that it 


cannot change suppliers of oil because of the federal oil allo- 
cation program. The district had received a bid of 33.15 cents 
a gallon for oil from Suburban and a bid of 30.15 cents a 
gallon from Industrial Fuel Oil Inc. Both bids contain an 
escalator clause and prices may go up or down. 


Board Pro*. Jack Costcllo said, "I can't believe that the 


law Is being Interpreted right. The whole thing was designed 
to protect the buyer. It's not meant to put the supplier in the 
position of getting two cents a gallon more than the market 
price even for a short time." 


Board members, however, agreed to award the contract to 


Suburban rather than risk being without fuel oil If oil short- 
ages worsen. 


Operating budget approved 


The board approved an operating budget for the 1074-75 


school year of about $43 million. 


The budget provides for expenditures of about $28,260,000 In 


the district's education fund and $5,350,000 in the building 
operation and maintenance fund. Assistant Supt. Robert We- 
her said the education fund budget represents about an eight 
per cent Increase over last year, once adjustments arc mado 
for some switches in expenditures from one fund to another. 


U'cbcr said the Increase in the education fund is caused by 


Increases in some of the district's special education programs 
and by an 11 per cent increase in salaries. 


Increases in the building-operation fund arc the result of 


$280.000 allocated for roof repair work this year, the addition 
of one additional custodian per building and increases in sala- 
ries, Weber said. The transportation fund of $1,400,000 is up 
$240.000 over last year, mostly as a result of a 15 per cent 
increase in the cost for buses for the district, he said. 


The district will discuss proposed tax levies for 1974 next 


month and will approve a legal budget and 1074 tax levies 
Sept. 23. The 1974-73 operating budget will be financed by 
taxes levied in 1973.

For $3759 you too can kick the habit 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


. All right all you smoking addicts — 
there's new help for you. The recently 
opened Shield Center for Control of 
Smoking is offering a five-day treatment 
to stop smoking. 


Just plunk down $375, commit yourself 


to the thought that you'll really try to 
stop this time and set aside one hour a 
day for the five-day treatment. 


And then plan on returning to the cen- 


ter at 721 E. Golf Rd., Schaumburg, once 
a week for the next eight weeks to get 
support for kicking the habit. 


THE OPERATION is an outgrowth of 


one started in Los Angeles, Calif., about 
four years ago. James Jones, president 
of Shield, decided to start.a similar oper- 
ation in the Midwest after the Los Angel- 
es program helped him stop smoking af- 
ter 30 years of addiction. 


The Shield program uses the concept of 


aversion therapy, a method outlined by 
behavioral psychologist B. F. Skinner 
that supplies negative associations with 
smoking. 


Before starting the treatment, the 


smoker receives a counseling session 
with Paul Price, director, who discusses 
the treatment and has the client fill out 
the pro-treatment questionnaire. The 
questionnaire asks the smoker's reasons 
for quitting and a brief medical history. 


The prospective patient also receives a 


copy of "Psycho-Cybernetics" by Max- 
well Maltz that helps explain procedure 
that Is used by the center. 


If the smoker has any problems in his 


medical background, the center contacts 
bis physician to get approval .for the 
treatment. According to Mitch Kisacky, 
vice-president, many of those seeking 
treatment must stop smoking because of 
heart conditions or cancer. 


THE FIRST day of treatment, the 


patient receives another counseling ses- 
sion and gets his first taste of the elec- 
trode treatment. Ho is required to bring 
in two packs of his favorite clgaretcs that 
are used during the treatment. • 


A therapist takes him into a small 


room and introduces him to the therapy 
that he will receive for the next five 
days. The patient sits at a table in front 
of a mirror and smokes three cigarets 
while he watches himself smoke. The 
ashes arc piled in a corner In front of 
him to emphasize that smoking Is a dirty 
habit. 


Each time the patient picks up the 


clgarct, inhales and puts the dgaret 
down, he receives a mild shock from 
electrodes placed on his wrist and ad- 
ministered by the therapist. The voltage 
for the shocks arc adjusted for each indi- 
vidual and cannot harm anyone. 


Before this and every consecutive 


treatment, the therapist goes over the 
problems the patient has been having 


outside of treatment. Often smoking is a 
social habit or so ingrained in the per- 
son's daily life that he has great psy- 
chological problems adjusting to being a 
nonsmoker, said Kisacky. At this time 
the smoker can discuss how to handle 
social situations where everyone else is 
smoking and the kind of criticism and re- 
buffs he might meet from his smoking 
friends. 


THE SECOND DAY of the treatment, 


the patient goes through "habit satura- 
tion." He goes into a second room with 
three other individuals and sits around a 
metal tub piled high with cigaret ashes. 
Everyone is then Instructed to smoke 
three cigarets in a row, inhaling for one 
second, exhaling for five and then in- 
haling again on the sixth second. 


By the third cigaret most people feel 


nauseous, said Kisacky. All but some of 
the hard-core five-pack-a-day smokers 
get nauseous, said Kisacky. 


The final three days the patient contin- 


ues with the counseling and electrode 
treatment. 


Besides the daily treatment, the 


patient is placed on a restricted diet that 
prohibits eating sweets and carbohy- 
drates. The patient is required to drink 
several glasses of fluid daily, exercise 
and eat a high-protein diet. 


Cooperation from friends and relatives 


also Is requested. The patient's family is 
asked not to smoke in front of him and if 
they smoke, to keep all cigarets and ash- 
trays out of sight. 


After the five days of negative associ- 


ations with smoking, about 86 per cent of 
the patients will have quit, said Kisacky. 
Once the habit has been kicked, patients 
are requested to return once a week for 
the next eight weeks to get positive rein- 
forcement for stopping smoking. The ses- 
sions allow patients to discuss their prob- 
lems and benefits from stopping smoking 
and offer lectures on subjects related to 
smoking. 


BECAUSE MANY patients will start 


eating more once they have stopped 
smoking, several sessions are spent on 
diet and nutrition to prevent the new non- 
smoker from gaining weight. 


"We're not anti-smokers," said Ki- 


socky. He and his partner, Price, were 
both heavy smokers at one time. He said 
they understand the problems that must 
be overcome in becoming a nonsmoker. 
But they stress it is only a habit that 
requires a change in behavior. 


Both graduated from college with de- 


grees In sociology and went through a 
training session at the Los Angeles clin- 
ic. The therapists go through a three- 
week training program. 


Once this center is established, they in- 


tend to start two more in the Chicago 
area' in LaGrange and Deerfield. They 
want to help others kick the habit before 
the habit kicks them.

Don't worry about consumer: dairyman 


The public seems to believe that a 


dairy farmer should keep his prices low 
and his net Income at the poverty level 
just to benefit the consumer, said Robert 
J. Van Llere, mid-states regional man- 
ager of the Associated Milk Producers 
Inc. 


Van Llere spoke to more than 1,000 


dairy farmers who attended the annual 
delegates meeting Tuesday at the Arling- 
ton Park Towers Hotel. They belong to 
the milk producers cooperative that sup- 
plies 95 per cent of bottled milk pur- 
chased in the Chicago area. 


The dairy farmers were told to "quit 


worrying about the consumer." 


Milk producers say that a consumer 


can buy a 10-pound bag of uninspected 
ice for 90 cents and think nothing of it. 
Milk, on the other hand, has been a bar- 
gain considering its nutritious value and 


the public need for it, yet people will 
complain of its prices at the check-out 
counter. 


MILK PRICES will begin to climb 


starting in late September or early Octo- 
ber, but milk producers say that the in- 
crease is normal. 


"The dairy industry Is seasonal," said 


Andy Anderson, marketing director, who 
added that the highest yield in milk be- 
gins in the spring and tapers off in the 
fall. "Therefore, the prices of dairy prod- 
ucts start dropping in the spring," An- 
derson said. "We have just gone through 
our surplus season so prices will start 
increasing." 


The consumer demand for more cheese 


caused a shortage of milk last summer 
•and thus milk prices skyrocketed, Ander- 
son said. This was at the same time of 
the beef shortage. 


Not enough milk was produced then for 


cheese, and other milk products, Ander- 
son said. Dairy farmers dropped out of 
business because of the soaring costs of 
feed and supplies, which gave the farm- 
ers no hope of continuing at even a mar- 
ginal level. 


"The farmer has never caught up on 


his increased expenses to maintain the 
production of his farm until this year 
when prices increased," Anderson said. 


It wasn't until March that milk sup- 


plies Increased and created a surplus. 
Prices of milk were more stable and 
gradually decreased. 


OFFICIALS OF the Associated Milk 


Producers Inc. recently scrambled to 
handle the surplus supplies. Most of the 
milk was manufactured into less per- 
ishable products such as powdered milk, 
butter powder and cheese.

can buy a 10-pound bag of uninspected 
ice for 90 cents and think nothing of it. 
Milk, on tho other hand, has been a bar- 
gain considering Its nutritious value and 
the public need for it, yet people will 


complain of its prices at the check-out 
counter. 


MILK PRICES will begin to climb 


starting in late September or early Octo- 
ber, but milk producers say that the in- 
crease is normal. 


"The dairy Industry Is seasonal," said 


Andy Anderson, marketing director, who 
added that the highest yield in milk be- 
gins In the spring and tapers off in the 
fall. "Therefore, the prices of dairy prod- 
ucts start dropping in the spring," An- 
derson said. "We have just gone through 
our surplus season so prices will start 
increasing." 


The consumer demand for more cheese 


caused a shortage of milk last summer 
and thus milk prices skyrocketed, Ander- 
son said. This was at the same time of 
the beef shortage. 


Not enough milk was produced then for 


cheese, and other milk products, Ander- 
son said. Dairy farmers dropped out of 
business because of the soaring costs of 
feed and supplies, which gave the farm- 


ers no hope of continuing at even a mar- 
ginal level. 


"The farmer has never caught up on 


his increased expenses to maintain the 
production of his farm until this year 
when prices Increased," Anderson said. 


It wasn't until March that milk sup- 


plies increased and created a surplus. 
Prices of milk were more stable and 
gradually decreased. 


OFFICIALS OF the Associated Milk 


Producers Inc. recently scrambled to 
handle the surplus supplies. Most of the 
milk was manufactured into less per- 
ishable products such as powdered milk, 
butter powder and cheese. 


Because all the warehouses are now 


full of these products, the prices are ex- 
pected to stay stable. "The supply has 
finally met the demand," Anderson said. 


Although milk prices will fluctuate, 


consumers won't witness soaring mark- 
ups like last year. Instead, the range of 
Increases and decrease in prices will be 
smaller, Anderson said.

Traffic violator's sentence 
called 'sadistic' by mother

"I think It's a sadistic way to treat 


a traffic case." says Wanda Good- 
rich, whose 20-year-old son, Tom, 
spent ono-half hour in the Arlington 
Heights jail Monday faced with a 
twtwi.ny sentence to the House of 
Correction because of an apparent 
misunderstanding over his driving 
record. 


Goodrich hud appeared More As- 


sociate Judge Anthony J. Scotlllo 
charged with speeding 10 miles over 
the limit In Arlington Heights. Ho 
pleaded for leniency because this 
was his third speeding ticket in sev- 
eral months and it could cost him his 
driver's license. 


But n computer check of Good- 


rich's driving record failed to turn up 
two earlier offenses and the judge 
accused him of lying In order to beat 
the ticket. Scotiilo ruled that the boy 
was In contempt of court and sen- 
tenced him to two days in jail. 


r.OODIttCH was led to the Arling- 


ton Heights lockup where he was 
allowed to make a telephone call to 
his parents and then jailed to await 
Cook County Sheriff's police who 
were to take him to the House of Cor- 
rection. 


"After one-half hour or so. I 


thought maybe I was loo severe so I 
called the boy up ami asked him 
again if he was sure he had had two 
conviction* in the past two months,"

"alcohol" to the list of behavior-affecting drugs of concern to 
school officials and creates the district drug council to hear 
cases Involving drug abuse. 


Under the policy, the council may cither recommend n plnn 


to help a student overcome his problem while remaining in 
school or recommend expulsion from school through n school 
board hearing. 


The council automatically will refer all cases involving the 


sale or distribution of drugs to the school boon), but may 
recommend that the student not be expelled. Drug users also 
may be referred to the board If the council decides it's neces- 
sary. 


In the past, drug users have been suspended from school, 


but generally not recommended for expulsion or other dis- 
ciplinary action. However, all cases of sale or distribution of 
drugs have been referred to the board for expulsion. 


Stipt. Edward Gilbert said the new policy will "blur the 


lino" between drug use and drug distribution cases. 


"Wo wanted a policy In which very serious cases involving 


uso could be treated seriously," he said. In addition, he said 
the policy will allow flexibility in less serious cases of dis- 
tribution of drugs. 


The drug council will consist of n school board member, n 


representative of the superintendent, n central office adminis- 
trator, a building principal and seven additional members 
representing the district's schools. The seven members will 
Include counselors, assistant principals, deans and psy- 
chologists. 


Insurance to Philadelphia firm 


The board adopted a proposal from General Accident Insur- 


ance Co. of Philadelphia for fire and casualty insurance to 
replace the insurance the district had in the past. 


The board approved the proposal for insurance with $10.000 


deductible per incident for an annual premium of $162,000. 
The proposal includes the stipulation that the district switch 
its workman's compensation insurance to General Accident. 


The proposal is "quite a bit better" than an offer from the 


district's present Insurance company, Great American Insur- 
ance Co., to change the terms of the district's present policy 
rather than cancel, said Frank Hoffcler, the district's insur- 
ance broker. 


Great American had insured Dist. 214 for two years for n 


premium of $170.000 and has faced about S800.000 worth of 
claims. As a result, the company had told the board it would 
"withdraw from the risk" and cancel the policy on July 30 if 
terms of the policy were not changed. 


Dlst. 214 ordinarily selects its insurance company through 


competitive bidding. However, district officials decided they 
could not arrange bidding because of the short notice given 
them by Great American. 


Higher oil bidder gets pact 


The board swallowed hard and approved n contract for fuel 


oil for next year from Suburban Oil Co. Monday, even though 
another bidder has said he can provide the oil cheaper. 


The board had received advice from Its attorney that it 


cannot change suppliers of oil hccau.<c of the federal oil allo- 
cation program. The district had received n bid of 3.1.15 cents 
a gallon for oil from Suburban and a bid of .10.15 cents a 
gallon from Industrial Fuel Oil Inc. Both bids contain an 
escalator clause and prices may go up or down. 


Board Pros. Jack Costcllo said, "I can't believe that the 


law Is being Interpreted right. The whole thing was designed 
to protect the buyer. It's not meant to put the supplier in the 
position of getting two cents a gallon more than the market 
price even for a short time." 


Board members, however, agreed to award the contract to 


Suburban rather than risk being without fuel oil if oil short- 
ages worsen. 


Operating budget approved. 


The (ward approved an operating budget for the 1074-75 


scnool year of about $43 million. 


The budget provides for expenditures of about $28,260,000 in 


the district's education fund and $5.350,000 In the building 
operation and maintenance fund. Assistant Supt. Robert We- 
tier said the education fund budget represents about, an eight 
per cent Increase over last year, once adjustments are modo 
for some switches In expenditures from one fund to another. 


Weber said the Increase in the education fund is caused by 


Increases in some of the district's special education programs 
and by an It per cent Increase in salaries. 


Increases in the building-operation fund arc the result of 


$280.000 allocated for roof repair work this year, the addition 
of one additional custodian per building and increases in sala- 
ries, Weber said. The transportation fund of $1,400,000 is up 
$240,000 over last year, mostly as a result of a 15 per cent 
increase In the cost for buses for the district, he said.

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Attempt to cut height, number of signs 
Village weighs ordinance 
to prevent 'sign pollution' 


An ordinance to help prevent "sign pol- 


lution" was approved for the first read- 
ing by the Schaumburg Village Board 
Tuesday night. 


The ordinance to regulate signs, mar- 


quees, awnings and outdoor lighting is 
designed to prevent the large number of 
deviations from what has been estab- 
lished 


It defines standards and mechanisms 


to bo used and permits fewer signs per 
business. Also strictly defined arc types 
of signs on the market and restrictions 
that apply to those signs. 


Shopping centers would be allowed one 


free-standing 30 foot sign. All other free- 


standings signs arc limited to 25 feet. 


Plashing signs, billboards, projecting 


signs or signs painted directly on walls 
arc prohibited in the proposed ordinance. 


According to Trustee Edward Olsen 


the ordinance is an attempt to bring 
signs down in height and limit their num- 
ber. 


Owners of signs not conforming to the 


regulations in the ordinance would have 
five years to comply. 


AN EARILER ordinance on the subject 


met with controversy from community 
merchants. At that time they expressed 
concern that the earlier ordinance's re- 
strictions would put them at a dis- 


advantage with neighboring communities 
that have different codes. 


Provisions also were made in the new 


ordinance for low-profile signs. These 
signs are restricted to 3<A feet high at 10 
feet to 20 feet from the property line to a 
maximum of 10 feet for distances moro 
than 100 feet from the property line. 


In other business the board approved a 


c o n t r a c t with Scagraves Co. for 
$68,591.40 for a fire department pumper 
truck. 


The company from Clintonville, Wis., 


promked delivery of the pumper within 
300 working days.

The public seems to believe that a 


dairy farmer should keep his prices low 
and his net Income at the poverty level 
just to benefit the consumer, said Robert 
J. Van Llcrc, mid-states regional man- 
ager of the Associated Milk Producers 
Inc. 


Van Llcrc spoke to more than 1,000 


dairy farmers who attended the annual 
delegates meeting Tuesday at the Arling- 
ton Park Towers Hotel. They belong to 
the milk producers cooperative that sup- 
plies 95 per cent of bottled milk pur- 
chased in the Chicago area. 


The dairy farmers were told to "quit 


worrying about the consumer." 


Milk producers say that a consumer 


can buy a 10-pound bag of uninspected 
ice for 90 cents and think nothing of It. 
Milk, on the other hand, has been a bar- 
gain considering Its nutritious value and 
(he public need for it, yet people will 
complain of Its prices at the check-out 
counter. 


MILK I'HICKS will begin to climb 


starting in late September or early Octo- 
ber, but milk producers say that the in- 
crease is normal. 


S700 Levitt burglary 


Burglars broke Into a Levitt Construc- 


tion Co. storage area in western Schaum- 
burg and stole about $700 worth of appli- 
ances and other items, police were told 
Monday. 


Officials for the construction company 


reported three dishwashers, three stove 
ventilating hoods, a fire extinguisher and 
two telephones missing from the storage 
area at 2010 Bode Rd. 


"The dairy industry Is seasonal," said 


Andy Anderson, marketing director, who 
added that the highest yield in milk be- 
gins In the spring and tapers off in the 
fall. "Therefore, the prices of dairy prod- 
ucts start dropping in the spring," An- 
derson said. "We hove just gone through 
our surplus season so prices will start 
increasing." 


The consumer demand for more cheese 


caused a shortage of milk last summer 
and thus milk prices skyrocketed, Ander- 
son said. This was at the same time of 
the beef shortage. 


Not enough milk was produced then for 


cheese, and other milk products, Ander- 
son said. Dairy farmers dropped out of 
business because of the soaring costs of 
feed and supplies, which gave the farm- 
ers no hope of continuing at even a mar- 
ginal level. 


"The farmer has never caught up on 


his increased expenses to maintain the 
production of his farm until this year 
when prices Increased," Anderson said. 


It wasn't until March that milk sup- 


plies increased and created a surplus. 
Prices of milk were more stable and 
gradually decreased. 


OFFICIALS OF the Associated Milk 


Producers Inc. recently scrambled to 
handle the surplus supplies. Most of the 
milk was manufactured into less per- 
ishable products such as powdered milk, 
butter powder and cheese. 


Because all the warehouses are now 


full of these products, the prices are ex- 
pected to stay stable. "The supply has 
finally met the demand," Anderson said. 


Although milk prices will fluctuate, 


consumers won't witness soaring mark- 
ups like last year. Instead, the range of 
Increases and decrease in prices will be 
smaller, Anderson said. 


of Zgonina's apparent consulting engi- 
neer capacity were raised by Hayter and 
Trustee William Cowin.

For $375, you too can put 
an end to the smoking habit

All right all you smoking addicts — 


there's new help for you. The recently 
opened Shield Center for Control of 
Smoking is offering a five-day treatment 
to stop smoking. 


Just plunk down $375, commit yourself 


to the thought that you'll really try to 
stop this time and set aside one hour a 
day for the five-day treatment. 


And then plan on returning to the cen- 


ter at 721E. Golf Rd., Schaumburg, once 
a week for the next eight weeks to get 
support for kicking the habit. 


THE OPERATION is an outgrowth of 


one started in Los Angeles, Calif., about 
four years ago. James Jones, president 
of Shield, decided to start a similar oper- 
ation in the Midwest after the Los Angel- 
es program helped him stop smoking af- 
ter 30 years of addiction. 


The Shield program uses the concept of 


aversion therapy, a method outlined by 
behavioral psychologist B. F. Skinner 
that supplies negative associations with 
smoking. 


Before starting the treatment, the 


smoker receives a counseling session 
with Paul Price, director, who discusses 
the treatment and has the client fill out 


the pre-treatment questionnaire. The 
questionnaire asks the smoker's reasons 
for quitting and a brief medical history. 


The prospective patient also receives a 


copy of "Psycho-Cybernetics" by Max- 
well Maltz that helps explain procedure 
that is used by the center. 


If the smoker has any problems in his 


medical background, the center contacts 
his physician to get approval for the 
treatment. According to Mitch Kisacky, 
vice-president, many of those seeking 
treatment must stop smoking because of 
heart conditions or cancer. 


THE FIRST day of treatment, the 


patient receives another counseling ses- 
sion and gets his first taste of the elec- 
trode treatment. He is required to bring 
in two packs of his favorite cigaretes that 
are used during the treatment. 


A therapist takes him into a small 


room and introduces him to the therapy 
that he will receive for the next five 
days. The patient sits at a table in front 
of a mirror and smokes three cigarets 
while he watches himself smoke. The 
arhes are piled in a corner in front of 
him to emphasize that smoking is a dirty 
habit. 


Each time the patient picks up the 


cigarct, inhales and puts the cigaret 
down, he receives a mild shock from 
electrodes placed on his wrist and ad- 
ministered by the therapist. The voltage 
for the shocks arc adjusted for each indi- 
vidual and cannot harm anyone. 


Before this and every consecutive 


treatment, the therapist goes over the 
problems the patient has been having 
outside of treatment. Often smoking is a 
social habit or so ingrained in the per- 
son's daily life that he has great psy- 
chological problems adjusting to being a 
nonsmoker, said Kisacky. At this time 
the smoker can discuss how to handle 
social situations where everyone else is 
smoking and the kind of criticism and re- 
buffs he might meet from his smoking 
friends. 


THE SECOND DAY of the treatment, 


the patient goes through "habit satura- 
tion." He goes into a second room with 
three other individuals and sits around a 
metal tub piled high with cigaret ashes. 
Everyone is then instructed to smoke 
three cigarets in a row, inhaling for one 
second, exhaling for five and then in- 
haling again on the sixth second. 


By the third cigaret most people feel

nauseous, said Kisacky. All but some of 
the hard-core five-pack-a-day smokers 
get nauseous, said Kisacky. 


The final three days the patient contin- 


ues with the counseling and electrode 
treatment. 


Besides 
thc daily treatment, 
the 


patient is placed on a restricted diet that 
prohibits eating sweets and carbohy- 
drates. The patient is required to drink 
several glasses of fluid dally, exercise 
and eat a high-protein diet. 


Cooperation from friends and relatives 


also Is requested. The patient's family is 
asked not to smoke In front of him and If 
they smoke, to keep all cigarets and ash- 
trays out of sight. 


After the five days of negative associ- 


ations with smoking,'about 86 per cent of 
thc patients will have quit, said Kisacky. 
Once the habit has been kicked, patients 
are requested to return once a week for 
thc next eight weeks to get positive rein- 
forcement for stopping smoking. The ses- 
sions allow patients to discuss their prob- 
lems and benefits from stopping smoking 
and offer lectures on subjects related to 
smoking. 


BECAUSE MANY patients will start 


eating more once they have stopped 
smoking, several sessions arc spent on 
diet and nutrition to prevent thc new non- 
smoker from gaining weight. 


"We're not anti-smokers," said Ki- 


sacky. He and his partner, Price, were 
both heavy smokers at one time. He said 
they understand thc problems that must 
be overcome In becoming a nonsmoker. 
But they stress it is only a habit that 
requires a change in behavior. 


Both graduated from college with de- 


grees In sociology and went through a 
training session at the Los Angeles clin- 
ic. The therapists go through a three- 
week training program.

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Two firms will 
plan downtown 
redevelopment 


The Mount Prospect Village Board 


Tuesday night authorized two planning 
firms to draw up plans for a revitalized 
central business district. 


The board, by a G to I vote with 


Trustee Richard .V. Hcndrlcks dissenting 
and Trustee E. P. Richardson absent, ap- 
propriated $30,000 for studies by Proper- 
ty Consultants Inc., Northficld, and Bar- 
ton-Aschman Associates, Inc., Chicago, 
on how to give downtown Mount Pros- 
pect a shot in the arm. 


The vote came at the recommendation 


of a special ad hoc committee on down- 
town redevelopment, chaired by Robert 
Bennett. 


The board, however, disregarded an- 


other key recommendation of the com- 
mittee — to delay plans to build a new 
public library at the abandoned Central 
School site until the downtown redevelop- 
ment plan Is completed.

Its board of directors Monday night, also 
went on record opposing the Central 
School property for a library. "We uro 
concerned whether that site is best for 
the proposed new library," the Chamber 
stated, suggesting it may be bctcr suited 
for expansion of business facilities. 


Despite the urglngs of the ad hoc 


downtown committee and the Chamber 
of Commerce, however, Mayor Robert D. 
Tcichcrt Indicated after the meeting that 
plans will proceed to locate the library 
on the central school property, Central 
Road and Main Street. The village has 
filed condemnation proceedings to obtain 
tho property, but Tcichcrt has Indicated 
the property may be available through 
negotiations. 


THE OVERALL STUDIES to upgrado 


downtown Mount Prospect will Include 
market studies by Property Consultants 
and traffic and zoning analyses by Bar- 
ton-Aschman. 


Hcndrlcks opposed the hiring of outside 


consultants, saying the village's planning 
commission should take over the tasks. 
Harold Ross, a member of the planning 
commission for 17 years, objected, say- 
Ing neither he nor other members have 
the time or expertise for such an under- 
taking. "We need outside expert help," 
he said. 


The downtown planning will focus on 


the triangular chunk of property bounded 
by Central Road on the north, Maple 
Street on the cast and Prospect Avenuo 
on the southwest. Trustee George B. An- 
derson suggested that the planning also 
keep In mind adjoining businesses along 
Northwest Highway. 


Tcichcrt described downtown redevel- 


opment as "a massive planned unit de- 
velopment," with Its own zoning cate- 
gories making allowances for such fac- 
tors as height and density of structures. 


The ad hoc committee's recommenda- 


tion that a special group coordinating 
downtown redevelopment be set up is 
being studied by the village board's ju- 
dlcary committee. 


Some $14,000 is available In the village 


budget toward the cost of the con- 
sultants' fees, said Trustee Kenneth V. 
Scholtcn, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee. He said he Is "confident as time 
goes forward wo will have the funds" for 
the balance of the payment.

Sixth beat area, 'tactical unit9 weighed 
More police changes in the works?

More changes In the organization of 


the Mount Prospect Police Dept. are 
being considered by Chief Ralph J. Do- 
ney. 


The Herald has learned that Doney is 


considering r, restructuring that will in- 
clude, in part, a possible addition of a 
sixth beat area and a "tactical unit" that 
will function.as a fourth shift of police- 
men. Both measures would mean in- 
creased street patrol by policemen. 


A scries of promotions also probably 


will be included in the reorganization, 
The Herald has learned. The promotions 


would include the already reported plan 
to appoint Lt. John Savage as deputy po- 
lice chief. 


The beat area that now includes the 


urea west of Elmhurst Road and south of 
Golf Road may be split into two beat 
areas, Doney said this week. Apartment 
developments and annexations In that 
area have "overburdened" the beat, he 
said. 


THE POLICE department's beat sys"- 


tom is a splitting of the village into five 
areas for patrol purposes. In each eight- 
hour shift, a policeman and patrol car 
arc assigned to each of the beat areas. If 


a beat area becomes too large, patrol of 
the area becomes less efficient and more 
difficult, according to Doney. 


Doney also is considering further 


changes in the beat structure — changes 
that could take place next year If the 
village board increases the manpower al- 
lotment in the police department. "Even- 
tually, we will break these (beats) down 
more," Doney said. 


In the case of the southwestern beat, 


Doney said It was set up when the large 
Huntington Commons development was 
still on the drawing boards and Crystal 
Towers, Mt. Shire and Colony apart- 


ments had not been occupied yet. 


The village board last week also an- 


nexed a shopping center and three apart- 
ment complexes — Algonquin Trails, St. 
Johns and Gladstone Commons (former- 
ly Old Ivy) — to the area. 


DONEY SAID serious consideration of 


splitting the southwest beat began "'be- 
cause of all the recent annexations." He 
said an estimated 1,000 residents have 
been added through last week's annexa- 
tions alone.

'Quit worrying about consumer,' says dairyman 
The inside story

The public seems to believe that a 


dairy farmer should keep his prices low 
and his net income at the poverty level 
just to benefit the consumer, said Robert 
J. Van Llcrc, mid-states regional man- 
ager of the Associated Milk Producers 
Inc. 


Van LJcrc spoke to more than 1,000 


dairy farmers who attended the annual 
delegates meeting Tuesday at the Arling- 
ton Park Towers Hotel. They belong to 
the milk producers cooperative (hat sup- 
plies 93 per cent of bottled milk pur- 
chased In the Chicago area. 


The dairy farmers were told to "quit 


worrying about the consumer." 


Milk producers say that a consumer 


can buy a 10-pound bag of uninspected 
ice for 90 cents and think nothing of it. 
Milk, on the other hand, has been a bar- 
gain considering its nutritious value and 
the public need for it, yet people will 
complain of Us prices at the check-out 
counter. 


MILK PRICES will begin to climb 


starting in late September or early Octo- 
ber, but milk producers say that the in- 
crease is normal. 


"Tho dairy Industry is seasonal," sold 


Andy Anderson, marketing director, who 
added that the highest yield in milk be- 
gins In the spring and tapers off in the 
fall. "Therefore, the prices of dairy prod- 
ucts start dropping in the spring," An- 
derson said. "We have just gone through 
our surplus season so prices will start 
increasing." 


The consumer demand for more cheese 


caused a shortage of milk last summer 
and thus milk prices skyrocketed, Ander- 
son said. This was at the same time of 
the beef shortage. 


Not enough milk was produced then for 


cheese, and other milk products, Ander- 


son said. Dairy farmers dropped out of 
business because of the soaring costs of 
feed and supplies, which gave the farm- 
ers no hope of continuing at even a mar- 
ginal level. 


"The farmer has never caught up on 


his increased expenses to maintain the 
production of his farm until this year 
when prices increased," Anderson said. 


It wasn't until March that milk sup- 


plies increased and created a surplus. 
Prices of milk were more stable and 
gradually decreased. 


OFFICIALS OF the Associated Milk 


Producers Inc. recently scrambled to 
handle the surplus supplies. Most of the 
milk was manufactured into less per- 
ishable products such as powdered milk, 
butter powder and cheese. 


Because all the warehouses are now 


full of these products, the prices are ex- 
pected to stay stable. "The supply has 
finally met the demand," Anderson said. 


Although milk prices will fluctuate, 


consumers won't witness soaring mark- 
ups like last year. Instead, the range of 
Increases and decrease in prices will be 
smaller, Anderson said.

Council to hear drug-abuse cases 


Students who arc caught using or distributing drugs in High 


School Olst. 214 schools arc likely to find themselves In front 
of the district drug council next year. 


The Dlst. 214 Board of Education Monday adopted a new 


policy to be used In drug cases next year. The policy adds 
"alcohol" to tho list of behavior-affecting drugs of concern to 
school officials and creates the district drug council to hear 
cases Involving drug abuse. 


Under the policy, (ho council may cither recommend a plan 


to help a student overcome his problem while remaining In 
school or recommend expulsion from school through a school 
board hearing. 


The council automatically will refer all cases Involving the 


sale or distribution of drugs to the school board, but may 
recommend that the student not be expelled. Drug users also 
may be referred to the board If the council decides It's neces- 
sary. 


In the past, drug users have been suspended from school, 


but generally not recommended for expulsion or other dis- 
ciplinary action. However, all cases of sale or distribution of 
drugs have been referred to the board for expulsion. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the new policy will "blur the 


line" between drug use and drug distribution cases. 


"U'o wanted a policy In which very serious cases involving 


use could be treated seriously," he said. In addition, he said 
the policy will allow flexibility In less serious cases of dis- 
tribution of drugs. 


Tho drug council will consist of a school board member, a 


representative of the superintendent, a central office adminis- 
trator, a building principal and seven additional members 
representing the district's schools. The seven members will 
Include counselors, assistant principals, deans and psy- 
chologists. 


Insurance to Philadelphia firm 


The board adopted a proposal from General Accident Insur- 


ance Co. of Philadelphia for fire and casualty Insurance to 
replace the insurance the district had in the past. 


The board approved the proposal for Insurance with $10,000 


deductible per incident for an annual premium of $162,000. 
The proposal includes the stipulation that the district switch 
its workman's compensation Insurance to General Accident. 


The proposal l» "quite a bit better" than an offer from the 


district's present Insurance company, Great American Insur- 
ance Co., to change tbc terms of the district's present policy 
rather than cancel, said Frank Hoffclcr, the district's Insur- 
ance broker. 


Great American hod Insured Dlst. 214 for two years for a 


premium of $170.000 and has faced about $800,000 worth of 
claims. As a result, tho company had told tho board it would 


"withdraw from the risk" and cancel the policy on July 30 If 
terms of the policy were not changed. 


Dlst. 214 ordinarily selects its insurance company through 


competitive bidding. However, district officials decided they 
could not arrange bidding because of the short notice given 
them by Great American. 


Higher oil bidder gets pact 


The board swallowed hard and approved a contract for fuel 


oil for next year from Suburban Oil Co. Monday, even though 
another bidder has sold he can provide the oil cheaper. 


The board had received advice from its attorney that it 


cannot change suppliers of oil because of the federal oil allo- 
cation program. The district had received a bid of 33.15 cents 
a gallon for oil from Suburban and a bid of 30.15 cents a 
gallon from Industrial Fuel Oil Inc. Both bids contain an 
escalator clause and prices may go up or down. 


Board Prcs. Jack Costcllo said, "I can't believe that the 


law Is being Interpreted right. The whole thing was designed 
to protect the buyer. It's not meant to put the supplier In the 
position of, getting two cents a gallon more than the market 
price even for a short time." 


Board members, however, agreed to award the contract to 


Suburban rather than risk being without fuel oil if oil short- 
ages worsen. 


Operating budget approved 


The board approved an operating budget for the 1974-75 


school year of about $43 million. 


The budget provides for expenditures of about $28,260,000 in 


the district's education fund and $5,350,000 in the building 
operation and maintenance fund. Assistant Supt. Robert We- 
ber said the education fund budget represents about an eight 
per cent increase over last year, once adjustments are made 
for some switches in expenditures from one fund to another. 


Weber sold the increase in the education fund is caused by 


Increases in some of the district's special education programs 
and by an 11 per cent increase In salaries. 


Increases in the building-operation fund are the result of 


$280,000 allocated for roof repair work this year, the addition 
of one additional custodian per building and increases in sala- 
ries, Weber said. The transportation fund of $1,400,000 is up 
$240,000 over last year, mostly as a result of a 15 per cent 
increase in the cost for buses for the district, he said. 


The district will discuss proposed tax levies for 1974 next 


month and will approve a legal budget and 1974 tax levies 
Sept. 23. The 1974-75 operating budget will be financed by 
taxes levied in 1973.

.icqucntly niters the plans, any construc- 
tion already underway may have to be 
scrapped at his expense. 


DILEONAHDI SAID Brickman has 


been "hurt financially" by having to de- 
lay construction, and sold the residents 
who have caused the delay through their 
suit "may be answerable In a suit for 
damages." 


In the meantime, the residents' at- 


tempts to set up a meeting to discuss pos- 
sible alternatives to the 80-unlt structure 
apparently hnvo failed and chances for 
an out-of-court settlement appear slim. 


Donald Krcgcr, attorney for the home-

building, but DILeonardi said he was not 
aware of such a plan, and Krcgcr said he 
doubted whether It would be acceptable 
to the homeowners because "all that 
would do Is cover more land." 


Tho residents have objected to the con-

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Bus company owes village $12,335.45 
Finance committee votes 
to seek Metron repayment 


The village board's finance committee 


has voted to recommend that Arlington 
Heights seek to recover the full amount 
of money owed It by the now defunct Mct- 
ron commuter bus company. 


The sum totals $12,333.43, and includes' 


$4,000 of a $6,000 loan to Metron ap- 
proved by the village board on March 22; 
and $0.333.43 for rental of two village- 
owned buses and a garage. 


Metron Systems Corp. abandoned Its 


rush-hour service to and from the Arling- 
ton Heights commuter train station at the 
end of May. The company was losing 
about $4.500 on the transit operation. 


The finance committee voted to re- 


commend 
that 
the village 
admini- 


stration 
meet 
with 
Mctron's 


president, Claude Luisada, to work out a 
timetable for repayment of the debt. 


OF PARTICULAR concern to com- 


mittee members were the $4,000 of the 
"out-of-pocket" loan to Metron and depre- 
ciation (estimated at some $18,000) on 
the two village-owned buses. 


"We're probably going to be just one 


more creditor in line with others," 
Trustee Dave Griffin predicted. Finance 
Committee Chm. Trustee Frank Palm- 
aticr added that "the village's best hope 
would be to put this (debt) on the in- 
stallment plan." 


The committee suggested that if a sat- 


isfactory settlement could not be reached 


Traffic violator's sentence 
called 'sadistic' by mother

"I think It's a sadistic way to treat 


a traffic case," says Wanda Good- 
rich, whose 20-year-old son, Tom, 
spent ono-half hour in the Arlington 
Heights jail Monday faced with a 
two-day sentence to the House of 
Correction because of on apparent 
misunderstanding over his driving 
record. 


Goodrich had appeared before As- 


sociate Judge Anthony J. Scotillo 
charged with speeding 10 miles over 
the limit in Arlington Heights. He 
pleaded for leniency because this 
was his third speeding ticket in sev- 
eral months and it could coat him his 
driver's license. 


But a computer check of Good- 


rich's driving record failed to turn up 
two earlier offenses and the judge 


• accused him of lying in order to beat 
the ticket. Scotillo ruled that the boy 
was In contempt of court and sen- 
tenced him to two days in jail. 


GOODRICH was led to the Arling- 


ton Heights lockup where ho was 
allowed to make a telephone call to 
his parents and then jailed to await 
Cook County Sheriff's police who 
were to take him to the House of Cor- 
rection. 


"After one-half hour or so, I 


thought maybe I was too severe so I 
called the boy up and asked him 
again if he was sure he had had two 
convictions In the past two months," 
Scotillo said Tuesday. 


"He sold, 'No, I guess not.' so the 


sentence was vacated and the boy 
was placed under court supervision 
for one month, which means if ho 
docs not have any more offenses the 
charge wilt be dropped and his driv- 
ing record will be in tact," the judge 
added. 


Rolllc Goodrich, Tom's father, says 


that when ho called the Arlington 
Heights police station to inquire 


about his son's case he was told the 
jail sentence was a "joke" intended 
to scare the boy. 


"It certainly wasn't a joke. He 


didn't consider it that and neither did 
I," Scotillo said. "I just felt that 
maybe he didn't understand the pro- 
ceedings that well and that an ad- 
monishment would serve to make the 
point." 


NEITHER SCOTILLO nor Good- 


rich's parents are sure why the boy's 
past two traffic tickets do not show 
up on the state's computerized 
records. 


One ticket, paid in Skokle last 


month, may be too recent to bo 
recorded, Scotillo says. The other, 
which Goodrich says he received in 
Iowa, where he is a senior at Drake 
University, cither was not trans- 
ferred to Illinois or is more than -12 
months old. 


"A lot of people come into court 


and say that this is their third viola- 
tion because the word gets around 
judges will be lenient in these 
cases," Scotillo says. 


"But I don't think most people re- 


alize we can make a teletype check 
of their driving record in a matter of 
minutes," he sold. 


ROLLIE GOODRICH now calls the 


courtroom incident "an awful mix- 
up." "The whole thing really blew up 
into a big deal when it should have 
been a simple traffic violation." 


He and his wife say they wonder 


how many other young men and 
women have met with similar 
trouble before a Circuit Court judge 
and not been able to walk away from 
it. 


But Scotillo contends that his two- 


day jail sentence, while severe in ret- 
rospect, was justified at the time. 


"I asked him if he was certain 


enough (of the date of the two ear- 
lier tickets) that If I check and find 
you wrong I can hold you in con- 
tempt of court? And he said, 'Yes.'"

About 
200 riders a day were using the commu- 
ter bus service.

Newly appointed village president 
Clarbour sees 'no trouble9 ahead

In nearly 3Vi years as an Arlington 


Heights trustee, Ralph H. Clarbour has 
managed to keep a low profile. 


Known as a man of few words and con- 


servative opinions, the 49-year-old Clar- 
bour is Arlington Heights' latest village 
president. He was named by his col- 
leagues on the village board to replace 
Jack Walsh, who will move to Lake Gen- 
eva, Wls., at the end of the week. 


After his appointment Monday night, 


Clarbour sold he foresaw "no trouble" in 
filling in as village president for the next 
nine months. 


"I would hope to see that things contin- 


ue the way they have been. I am very, 
very satisfied with Arlington Heights," 
he sold. Tuesday. 


CLARBOUR SAID he accepted the ap- 


pointment "because it was something I 
could do to offer the opportunity of an 
election next April that will give people 
their own choice for village president." 


He will hold the office for nine months 


Ralph

and has said that he will not campaign 
for the top office in the April election, 
though he may ask the voters to return 
him to his trustee's chair. 


"I think things are in remarkably good 


condition and I see very, very little ef- 
fect from these (board) changes because 
the problems of the village will be taken 
care of," he said. 


One problem, the need for more flood 


control, will "have to be handed back to 


the board, that's where the decisions are 
made," he said. 


Personally, Clarbour has advocated be- 


ginning the village's $16 million flood- 
control program with the funds now 
available, rather than putting up a sec- 
ond referendum bond issue as suggested 
by some other trustees. 


"I would not have gone through the de- 


lays we've gone through. I would have 
made some decisions and got something 
in motion — to do what we con with the 
tax money available." 


Clarbour said it would be accurate to 


describe his philosophy of government as 
"very conservative." 


"In fact, I am for less government 


than we have now and more individual 
effort," he said. 


Clarbour was elected a village trustee 


in 1971 as a member of the Village Party 
ticket, and was one of three candidates 
who successfully defeated a slate of polit- 
ical outsiders who that year wrested con- 
trol of the Arlington Heights Caucus Par- 
ty. 


"I simply felt I was more qualified 


than the candidates chosen by the village 
caucus," he said in explaining his deci- 
sion to run for village trustee. 


Clarbour also has been an active lead- 


er in the Boy Scouts Northwest Suburban •

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Dist. 214 tvrapup 
Council to hear 
drug-abuse cases 


Students who arc caught using or distributing drugs In High 


School Dlst. 214 schools arc likely to (ind themselves In front 
of the district drug council next year. 


The Olst. 214 Board of Education Monday adopted a new 


policy to be used in drug cases next year. The policy adds 
"alcohol" to the list of behavior-affecting drugs of concern to 
school officials and creates the district drug council to hear 
canes Involving drug abuse. 


Under the policy, the council may cither recommend a plan 


to help a student overcome his problem while remaining In 
school or recommend expulsion from school through a school 
board hearing. 


The council automatically will refer all cases Involving the 


sale or distribution of drugs to the school board, but may 
recommend that the student not be expelled. Drug users also 
may bo referred to the board if the council decides it's neces- 
sary. 


In the past, drug users have been suspended from school, 


but generally not recommended for expulsion or other dis- 
ciplinary action. However, all cases of sale or distribution of 
drugs have been referred to the board for expulsion. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert sold the new policy will "blur the 


line" between drug use and drug distribution cases. 


"We wanted a policy In which very serious cases involving 


use could be treated seriously," he said. In addition, he said 
tho policy will allow flexibility In less serious cases of dis- 
tribution of drugs. 


Tho drug council will consist of a school board member, a 


representative of the superintendent, a central office adminis- 
trator, a building principal and seven additional members 
representing tho district's schools. Tho seven members will 
include counselors, assistant principals, deans and psy- 
chologists. 


Insurance to Philadelphia firm 


The board adopted a proposal from General Accident Insur- 


ance Co. of Philadelphia for fire and casualty insurance to 
replace the Insurance the district had In the past. 


The board approved the proposal for insurance with s'io.000 


deductible per incident for an annual premium of $162,000. 
Tho proposal includes the stipulation that the district switch 
Its workman's compensation insurance to General Accident. 


Tho proposal Is "quite a bit better" than an offer from the 


district's present insurance company, Great American Insur- 
ance Co., to change the terms of the district's present policy 
rather than cancel, said Frank Hoffclcr, the district's insur- 
ance broker. 


Great American had Insured Dlst. 214 for two years for a 


premium of $170,000 and has faced about $800,000 worth of 
claims. As a result, tho company had told tho board It would 
"withdraw from the risk" and cancel the policy on July 30 If 
terms of the policy were not changed. 


Dlst. 214 ordinarily selects Its insurance company through 


competitive bidding. However, district officials decided they 
could not arrange bidding because of tho short notice given 
them by Great American. 


Higher oil bidder gets pact 


The board swallowed hard and approved a contract for fuel 


oil for next year from Suburban Oil Co. Monday, even though 
another bidder has said he can provide the oil cheaper. 


Tho board had received advice from its attorney that It 


cannot change suppliers of oil because of the federal oil allo- 
cation program. The district had received a bid of 33.15 cents 
a gallon for oil from Suburban and a bid of 30.15 cents a 
gallon from Industrial Fuel Oil Inc. Both bids contain an 
escalator clause and prices may go up or down. 


Board Pres. Jack Costcllo said, "I can't believe that the 


law is being Interpreted right. The whole thing was designed 
to protect the buyer. It's not meant to put the supplier in the 
position of getting two cents a gallon more than the market 
price even for a short time." 


Board members, however, agreed to award the contract to 


Suburban rather than risk being without fuel oil if oil short- 
ages worsen. 


Milk co-op manager tells dairymen 
'Quit worrying about the consumer9

The public seems to believe that a 


dairy farmer should keep his prices low 
and his net income at the poverty level 
just to bcncfiUhe consumer, said Robert 
J. Van Llere," mid-states regional man- 
ager of the Associated Milk Producers 
Inc. 


Van LJcrc spoke to more than 1,000 


dairy farmers who attended the annual 
delegates meeting Tuesday at the Arling- 
ton Park Towers Hotel. They belong to 
the milk producers cooperative that sup- 
plies 95 per cent of bottled milk pur- 
chased In the Chicago area. 


The dairy farmers were told to "quit 


worrying about the consumer." 


Milk producers say that a consumer 


can buy a 10-pound bag of uninspected 
Ice for 00 cents and think nothing of it. 
Milk, on the other hand, has been a bar- 
gain considering its nutritious value and 
the public need for It, yet people will 


complain of its prices at the check-out 
counter. 


MILK PRICES will begin to climb 


starting In late September or early Octo- 
ber, but milk producers say that the In- 
crease Is normal. 


"The dairy industry is seasonal," said 


Andy Anderson, marketing director, who 
added that the highest yield in milk be- 
gins in the spring and tapers off in the 
fall. "Therefore, the prices of dairy prod- 
ucts start dropping in the spring," An- 
derson said. "We have just gone through 
our surplus season so prices will start 
increasing." 


The consumer demand for more cheese 


caused a shortage of milk last summer 
and thus milk prices skyrocketed, Ander- 
son said. This was at the same time of 
the beef shortage. 


Not enough milk was produced then for 


cheese, and other milk products, Ander- 


son said. Dairy farmers dropped out of 
business because of the soaring costs of 
feed and supplies, which gave the farm- 
ers no hope of continuing at even a mar- 
ginal level. 


"The farmer has never caught up on 


his increased expenses to maintain the 
production of his farm until this year 
when prices increased," Anderson said. 


It wasn't until March (hot milk sup- 


plies increased and created a surplus. 
Prices of milk were more stable and 
gradually decreased.

More programs, staffing 
in 1974-75 school budget 


A $12.6 million budget which includes 


funds for additional educational pro- 
grams and staffing was presented Tues- 
day night to the Arlington Heights Dlst. 
25 board of education. 


The new budget' represents an increase 


of $1,2 million more than last year's fig- 
ures, or an 11.2 per cent hike. 


Despite the Increase, taxpayers should 


seo a decrease in taxes because of re- 
duced interest rates on bond interest and 
Illinois Municipal Retirement funds. 


Taxpayers in the school district last 


year paid $2.88 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. This year taxes arc estimated to 
decrease by as much as 15 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, said Dan Suffolctto, 
business manager. 


"I think the budget Is based on realis- 


tic estimates on what the revenue might 
be," said Supt. Donald V. Strong. 


THE INCREASES in the 1974-75 budget 


will be used to accommodate increased 
salaries of staffing and new programs. 


Earlier this year, Strong iuggcsted 


that the basic programs in the district's 
schools be Improved by additional staff- 
ing. 


This includes a slightly greater teach- 


cr-to-studcnt ratio, additional staffing for 
remedial instruction in reading, math 
and language arts, and teacher-coordina- 
tors to oversee present programs in all 
elementary and junior high schools. 


The budget also will accommodate for 


increased staffing for children with learn- 
ing disabilities, especially those in tho 
pro-school age. A speech therapist, a 
half-time science teacher und a personal 
counselor for each of the four junior high 
schools also arc included. 


THE BUDGET will be available to the 


public from today through August 29 at 
tho administration building, 301 W. South 
St. 


A public hearing will be held on Aug. 


29, at which time the board of education 
will adopt tho budget. Meanwhile, board 
members will study the package for pos- 
sible 
modifications. 
A $9.5 million 


expenditure 
of 
the 
budget 


has been allocated for the education 
fund, from which teachers' and adminis- 
trators' salaries arc paid. Other alloca- 
tions include $1 million for building fund; 
$1.3 for bonds and interest; $276,000 for 
transportation and $457,500 for employe 
retirement funds. 


Learning disabilities school 
seeks to open branch here 


Officials of Summit School in Dundee 


have approached the plat and subdivision 
committee of the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission with plans to bring a branch 
school for children with learning dis- 
abilities into the village. 


Summit School is a not-for-profit or- 


ganization which provides facilities to 96 
students from the Chicago suburban 
area. The students arc average or above 
average in intelligence and maintain nor- 
mal emotional behavior, but have neu- 
rological problems, according to school 
officials. The students have disabilities 
.such as holding a pencil or distinguishing 
sounds. 


Officials hope to lease six classrooms 


at the First Presbyterian Church, 302 N. 
Dunton, to accommodate children in the 
Northwest Suburban area. Before leas- 


ing, Summit School is required to obtain 
a special-use permit through the village. 


Tho now branch is being planned to 


provide classes for an additional 48 to 56 
students. The school has a waiting list of 
100 youngsters from 6 to 19 years old. 


The branch in Arlington Heights will 


be called Summit School East. 


The school is funded mostly by tuitions 


and some contributions. Costs for each 
pupil is $2,800, but most of it Is absorbed 
by the school district the child lives in. 
In Arlington Heights School Dlst. 25 there 
arc about 10 children enrolled at Summit 
School. 


Officials hope to open Summit School 


East by Oct. 15.

to the plan commission at its Aug. 14 
meeting.
